NAACP Answers Charge 


An NAACP official replies to a June editorial on 
the Negro, soaring crime rates and the NAACP. 


Two of our members, in separate 
communications, have called our atten- 
tion to your editorial on the NAACP 
in the June issue of ETERNITY. Both 
were greatly distressed by the editorial, 
knowing from their long and intimate 
experience with NAACP how unjusti- 
fied are the views you expressed. 

No organization is more concerned 
than the NAACP over the serious prob- 


lems of crime and delinquency with’ 


which so many of our great cities are 
today struggling. Certainly, as the 
champion of a people which has suf- 
fered more from illegal actions than 
any other in this nation’s history, the 
NAACP is alert and sensitive to the 
implications of a break-down of law 
and order. And, to the extent to which 
our resources and competence permit, 
we are seeking to do what we can to 
get at the root causes of the disorder. 

It is regrettable that you could read 
the Time magazine article on crime 
statistics among Negroes and ap- 
parently entirely overlook the very co- 
gent analysis which Time offered in 
the same article; it deserves quoting, 
since it also bears on your very inap- 
propriate comparison of the Negro 
with the foreign immigrant. 

“Unlike the Caucasian immigrant of 
an earlier day, a Negro can scarcely 
ever hope, even in the North, that the 
white society will really accept him on 
his human merits. Negroes are more 
prone than whites to break the laws, 
rules and customs of society because 
they are excluded from full partici- 
pation in it.” 

Incidentally, a study of news reports 
of 75 and 100 years ago might lead 
you to revise your conclusions as to 
the extent of crime among some of the 
more populous immigrant groups of 
those days. As you say, “only a small 
number of them have actually com- 
mitted crimes”; but this is equally true 
of Negroes. It may well be true that 
Negroes commit more than their pro- 
portionate share of crimes, but the ac- 
tual number who commit crimes re- 
mains a minute percentage of the Negro 
population as a whole. 

Above and beyond this, there is the 
very serious question of whether you 
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are not in effect attacking a basic con- 
cept of our Anglo-Saxon system of law, 
by arguing that the NAACP should re- 
frain from aiding individuals unless it 
is sure whether the individuals are 
“right or wrong.” How does one know 
this until the case is tried? Would you 
deny an accused person his right to 
counsel in those cases where you are 
convinced of his guilt? 

My chief objection is that you have 
sought to imply that NAACP lawyers 
are not desirous of seeing justice meted 
out to wrongdoers if they happen to 
be colored. This charge is false and 
contemptible; there is not an iota of 
evidence to support it. There is not even 
rational thought behind your exhorta- 
tion that the NAACP “must prosecute 
Negro offenders to the full extent of 
the law.” How in heaven’s name a pri- 
vate voluntary civil rights organization, 
struggling against the tremendous odds 
we face, on a starvation budget well 
under a million dollars annually, can 
be expected to assume the state’s bur- 
den of prosecuting Negro crime simply 
defies reasonable conception. 

You may rest assured that all 
NAACP lawyers (and everybody con- 
nected with the NAACP) rejoice when 
a criminal is punished for his crime. 
It is our hope, as I assume it is the 
hope of Christian men and women 
everywhere, that we may someday find 
the key to genuine cure and rehabilita- 
tion of the sinner, so that punishment, 
in the form of social vengeance, will 
cease to be the basis of our system of 
dealing with offenders. We wish this

In one sense, we were sorry that we 
printed our original editorial, for ob- 
viously we presented only one side of 
a very thorny question. But we are still 
disturbed by the prevailing tendency 
to favor members of any minority, just 
because they are a minority, without. 
reference to their guilt or innocence. 

In a recent issue of Christian Cen- 
tury, John W. Dykstra writes of “Anti- 
Protestant Bias,” and shows that there 
is a definite trend to besmirch “white 
Anglo-Saxon Protestants.” His article 
is well worth reading. The author cites 
instances of Jewish, Catholic, and eth- 
nic minorities attacking bigots simply 
because they are white Anglo-Saxon 
Protestants. In so doing, these minori- 
ties themselves betray a considerable 
degree of bigotry. 

A gentleman from Chicago recently 
gave me pertinent information which il- 
liminates my anxiety. In a certain pub- 
lic school in Chicago where there is a 
dominant Negro student body, white 
boys are beaten up almost every day. 
On each of twenty school days a month 
some white boy goes home with a black 
eye or a bruised and sometimes cut 
body. We are told that the teachers are 
ordered not to report these outrages. 
But these same teachers are ordered to 
make a complete report of any attack 
or injury suffered by a Negro boy. This 
is just as wrong in Chicago as when 
the reverse occurs in some other city. 
Such a situation can only culminate in 
race riots. This is what we want to pre- 
vent. I am informed that men in Chicago 
and Detroit have seriously discussed 
the formation of a National Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of White 
People. 

Martin Luther King, in his new book 
Stride Toward Freedom, shows us how 
Christian faith and the struggle for civil 
rights can go forward arm in arm. For 
the true Christian, there can be no com- 
promise. The rights of an individual are 
not dependent upon his race, creed or 
color but on the fact that he is a mem- 
ber of the human race. So long as any 
human being is deprived of just liberty, 
there is wrong that must be righted.

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NEEDY PASTORS 


For quite some time we have recog- 
nized the fact that there are godly men 
in other countries who are working at 
tremendous sacrifice, in order to carry 
on their witness for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. There are faithful pastors in 
France who have all the qualifications 
and could double their salary if they 
turned their backs on their call to 
preach, and became school teachers. 
The fact that every one of them has 
remained faithful to the Lord is a real 
challenge to us in our land of plenty. 

Across the Channel, the situation in 
Britain is perhaps by comparison even 
worse. In a land where business men 
receive incomes which permits them 
to live comfortably, well-trained min- 
isters exist on a salary of approxi- 
mately $30 a week which must cover 
everything except the actual rent for 
the houses in which they live. As in 
our country, the situation varies from 
church to church, but all too many 
men are subsisting on this amount and 
are finding it very difficult to make 
ends meet. 

This situation of the underpaid min- 
ister of the gospel exists in other coun- 
tries as well. For some time we have 
had committees which, in a very quiet 





and anonymous way, minister to these 
needs in a manner which we believe 
honors the Lord and helps His ser- 
vants do a better job of preaching the 
gospel as their greatest material needs 
are met. 

We have seen the same story re- 
peated over and over again; underpaid 
ministers of the gospel oftentimes are 
weary from their strenuous labors for 
the Lord, but are quite unable to get 
away for the needed rest and change. 
Here we have been able to help those 
who need it most. Sometimes the 
money has gone to buy a badly needed 
suit of clothes. In one case, we were 
able to give aid when a small son was 
gravely ill. Another time, a wife was 
faced with a serious operation, and 
the committee met the emergency be- 
cause no other help was available. 

This is work without glamor or pub- 
licity. No one on earth is getting any 
credit for it, but if you have some of 
the Lord’s money and this editorial 
speaks to your heart, may I suggest 
that you consider sending a gift 
marked “For Needy Pastors” to The 
Evangelical Foundation, Inc., 1716 
Spruce Street, Philadelphia 3, Pa.

THE ONE-EYED CHRISTIAN 


The Life of Faith (London) has a 
well-known columnist who publishes 
a weekly column entitled, “Cyclops 
says .. .” Except for a strong anti- 
American bias, his column is spiritual, 
salty and scintillating. He reminds me 
of an old Frenchman of whom it was 
said, “Jl n’a qu’un oeil, mais il voit 
clair,’—“He has only one eye but he 
sees Clearly.” 

Cyclops has recently written about 
American Christians who go to the 
British Isles to begin “Christian work” 
there. He says things that I have 
thought for years but have not dared 
to say because the Americans involved 
might think that nobody has a right 
to criticize them. 

Cyclops tells of the establishment 
of British offices for many organiza- 
ions that exist in the United States. 
He names the Hi-B.A. (High School 
Born-Again clubs), and reminds us 
that the “Christian Unions” all over 
England have been doing the same 
work well for years. Then he reminds 
us, without naming them, that the 
Christian Business Men and _ Inter- 
national Christian Leadership have 
started competing works in England. 

Cyclops says, “Would it not be bet- 
ter for those concerned to think about 
the basic principles first?” There will 
be some that will not like our saying 
this, but the British do not need Amer- 
ican religious organizations any more 
than Alabama needs a club for Dem- 
ocrats staffed by New Yorkers. in 
England, as he says, the result is only 
“another office, another committee, an- 
other set of initials, and another com- 
plication to the already confused pic- 
ture.” 

The fact is, most fundamentalists 
who want to go abroad on missionary 
endeavor are ignorant of the cultural 
background of the people to whom 
they wish to minister. They have not 
experienced the movement of the Holy 
Spirit who leads the truly yielded man 
to be “all things to all men that he 
might by all means save some.” The 
average American Christian is almost 
incapable of following Paul, who 
would have said, “To the Britisher I 
became as a Britisher.” I have known 
of American missionaries who went 
to various countries and conducted 
themselves in such boorish fashion 
that I have bowed my head in silent 
shame. The way they act could be 
compared to a man approaching Jews 
with a piece of ham or Hollywood 
actresses without cosmetics.

CLOUDS 


We were at a tiny inn near Cortina 
in the Dolomite Alps of Italy. We had 
seen the mountains at their best, but 
then a cloud brought rain and the view. 
was cut off. A busload of American 
tourists pulled in to the big hotel near- 
by, and the bedraggled people scurried 
for shelter. In the morning it was still 
raining and the tourists looked around 
at a horizon that was not much more 
than a mile across, totally unaware of 
the glorious peaks that lay behind the 
cloud. Some bought postcards and 
mailed them off to friends as a testi- 
mony of something they themselves 
had not experienced. They were vic- 
tims of the tour program which said, 
“On Tuesday, July 22d, we leave Cor- 
tina, exquisite summer city of the 
Dolomites, and drive in our sky-view 
bus through the towering peaks which 
pierce the clouds at over 12,000 feet. . .” 

We pitied the poor tourists from 
Iowa or Kansas, who had perhaps 
never seen a mountain in their lives, 
and who would never visit the Alps 
again. Their sky-view bus would let 
them see only the runnels of water 
pouring across the glass. 

Most unfortunately, many Chris- 
tians live this type of Christian life. 
It is sad to see them drenched by rain 
from clouds that they themselves have 
created. The hymn says, “O may no 
earth-born cloud arise, to hide Thee 
from Thy servant’s eyes,” but there are 
no clouds other than earth-born ones. 

Travellers read in God’s tour guide 
that they may lift up their eyes to the 
hills, that their help comes from the 
Lord. We wonder at times if they have 
even seen the hills, let alone the Lord. 
Their testimonies are as meaningless 
as the postcards of views the tourists 
have never seen. “Jesus saves and keeps 
and satisfies,” they say, and their words 
are hollow. What are they being saved 
from? How are they being kept? And 
if they are satisfied with Him, why do 
they hanker for the fleshpots? 

The secret of enjoying the mountains 
is to wait quietly for the winds to blow 
the clouds away. Then, when they have 
been seen in full glory, they can be 
known even when cloudy days come. 
God does not make Himself known to 
the glimpsing tourist.

Are the Aucas

Betty Elliot and Rachel Saint are about to enter the Auca 
tribe, as a result of a number of recent rapid developments, 
as ETERNITY goes to press. Thus relatives of two of the five 
missionaries slain in 1956 will be carrying the love of Christ 
to their murderers. 

Dayuma, Mintaka and Mankamu returned safely on Sept. 25 
to the mission station at Arajuno, accompanied by four other 
Auca wives, a Quichua woman captured by the Aucas, and 
three children. 

For a time it was feared that the three Auca women, who 
served as language informants to Mrs. Elliot and Miss Saint, 
had met with foul play in the tribe since they failed to make 
@ pre-arranged signal with the missionary airplane. 

When they returned, they bore a tribe-endorsed invitation 
for the American women to enter the dreaded territory. 

Tribal leaders, questioned about their motives in the 1956 
killings, reportedly said: “We never knew that the foreigners 
wanted to be our friends. We thought they wanted to eat us.” 
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Ready To Hear?

mean the opening of the Auca tribe to the saving grace 
of Jesus Christ. 

The three Auca women, Dayuma, Mintaka, and 
Mankamu, may be the ones who accomplish the goal 
for which five American missionaries* laid down their 
lives on January 6, 1956, on the sandy beach of the 
Curaray River. 

World-wide interest was focused on the Aucas at the 
time of the martyrdoms but the facts about continued 
efforts to reach the tribe with the gospel have only re- 
cently seeped out. 

Even before the missionaries laid down their lives 
in the effort to evangelize the Aucas, Rachel Saint, 
sister of the missionary pilot of the airborne expedition, 
had caught the vision of reaching the Aucas for Christ. 
Trained as a linguist with Wycliffe Bible Translators, 
she made the acquaintance of Dayuma at an Ecuador- 
ian jungle plantation. 

Dayuma, who is now a woman of 26, had fied from 
the Aucas when she was in her teens because of fierce 
tribal killings. After living with Yumbo Indians (the 
jungle branch of the Quichua tribe) for several years, 
Dayuma became a virtual slave at the hacienda (plan- 
tation). 

In due time Dayuma confessed her faith in Christ 
and became the first Auca convert to Christianity. She 
was baptized in a ceremony conducted by Dr. V. Ray- 
mond Edman, Wheaton College president. 

Meanwhile in the Ecuadorian jungle other mission- 
aries were working to reach the Aucas, whose very 
name strikes terror in the Indians and whites of Ecua- 
dor. Even after the five missionaries were slain, pilots of 
the Missionary Aviation Fellowship continued the prac- 
tice started by Nate Saint, martyred MAF flier, of mak- 
ing gift drops to the Aucas from a plane. 

Dr. Wilfred Tidmarsh, veteran Plymouth Brethren 
missionary, has frequently flown in the plane, some- 
times shouting Auca phrases through a public address 
system, in an attempt to establish friendly relations 
with the tribe. Week after week he has risked his life 
to walk many hours from his station at Arajuno 
(formerly occupied by martyr. Ed McCulley) over 
slimy, treacherous jungle trails to a high spot on the 
confluence of the Curaray and Oglan Rivers—not far 
from the Auca settlements. There he built a jungle 
house which one day might serve as a peaceful meeting 
place with the Aucas. 

It was there in November, 1957, that Mintaka and

Rachel Saint learned Warani; Dayuma learned the way of Christ. 


Mankamu fled because of internal tribal dissension 
and murders. In their polygamous society, these women 
in their 40’s, had also been spurned by their husbands 
who had taken younger wives. 

Mintaka, who is Dayuma’s maternal aunt, and 
“Delilah,” Dayuma’s sister, accompanied “George” to 
“Palm Beach” in the friendly meeting with the five 
missionaries just a day before they were killed in an 
ambush attack. 

Mankamu is a more distant relative of Dayuma but 
is referred to as an “aunt,” just as is done in civilized 
society. 

When Mintaka and Mankamu reached the 
Oglan, they were cared for by Quichua Indians living 
a short distance from the hut erected by Dr. Tidmarsh. 
There they were joined by Betty Elliot, widow of one 
of the five murdered missionaries and author of 
Through Gates of Splendor and the recent biography of 
her husband, Jim, Shadow of the Almighty. 

Mrs. Elliot employed the two women in an intensive 
study of the Warani language, and before long recorded 
tapes from Dayuma and Rachel Saint in the U.S. were 
begin relayed to the jungle settlement on the Oglan. 
Through this means the two older women learned that 
Dayuma was alive.

Early in 1958 Rachel Saint, accompanied by Dayuma 
and the latter’s eight-year-old son, “Sammy,” returned 
to Ecuador. They set up residence at the Wycliffe jungle 
base, Limon Cocha, and were later joined by Betty 
Elliot, her four-year-old daughter, Valerie, Mintaka 
and Mankamu. It was thought that this arrangement 
would benefit both missionaries in their language study 
and would be a spiritual help to Mintaka and 
Mankamu. 

During the several months spent at Limon Cocha 
both Mrs. Elliot and Miss Saint learned many things 
from the Auca women about life in the savage tribe. 
Some light was shed on the reasons behind the killings 
of the five missionaries. 

Murder is a way of life for the Aucas. Most of these 
killings stem from the ancient tribal warfare that has 
been going on for centuries. Back in the early 17th 
century a Spanish Jesuit priest succeeded in making 
friends with the Aucas and he was permitted to live 
in the tribe and teach them for sometime before ill 
health forced him to return to Quito. His successor 
was brutally murdered and every effort since that day 
to reach the Aucas has been unsuccessful. Protestant 
and Roman Catholic missionaries, traders, rubber hunt- 
ers, explorers and all outsiders, whether whites or In- 
dians, have been refused friendly contact. No doubt 
the depradations and cruelty of the rubber hunters and 
other traders only intensified the savage reaction of the 
Aucas. 

The Aucas have never shown the slightest friendship 
for the neighboring Quichua tribe, although they grant 
them fishing rights in the jungle rivers of their territory. 
The Aucas, which because of continued killings, now 
number less than 50, have carried on a feud for gener- 
ations with another related tribe on the Napox River, 
facetiously described as “the down-river gang” by 
Rachel Saint. This Auca group, as yet untouched by 
any outside contact, numbers about 300. On one or two 
occasions missionary fliers have seen houses in the ter- 
ritory but the area is largely unsurveyed. 

In addition, the Aucas have fought and killed each 
other until the ranks of the tribe have been virtually 
decimated. In the Hatfield-McCoy type of feuding, 
revenge and retaliation is the motive. Often all but the 
infants in a family are wiped out by the feudists. Babies 
or small children are sometimes spared because it is 
thought that they will not retain the memory of the 
killing of their relatives. 

Killings are often committed for little seeming provo- 
cation. Sometimes they are impetuous acts and are 
utterly ruthless. 

Rachel Saint recently asked Dayuma how the Aucas 
could kill a baby in cold blood. 
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“Why shouldn’t they kill a baby?” was Dayuma’s 
puzzled reply. ies 

Conversation between the two older women and 
Dayuma at Limon Cocha often revolved around who- 
killed-whom in the incessant pattern of killings—mostly 
surprise attacks in which nine-foot chonta wood lances 
are used as a jabbing weapon. 

“So and so killed Uncle Blank,” Mintaka would re- 
late. 

“And who committed the revenge killing?” was 
Dayuma’s question. 

In recent years apparently two parties have de- 
veloped in the tribe—one favoring contact with out- 
siders, the other reactionary party insisting upon main- 
tenance of the isolationist position. About the time of 
the approaches to the tribe by the five missionaries, 
the tribe had discussed at length a plan to send two 
scouts to Arajuno where the Ed McCulleys were then 
living. It was reasoned by the moderates within the 
tribe that if the two scouts survived, the rest of the 
group might take further steps in peaceful relations. 

These two points of view within the tribe prevailed 
when the missionaries landed on “Palm Beach.” Ap- 
parently Mintaka, “Delilah,” and “George,” whose 
dramatic approach to the missionaries was recorded in 
Nate Saint’s diary in Through Gates of Splendor, were 
emissaries of the party desiring amicable relations. 
But what went on after the three returned to the tribe 
is not completely known. “George,” who seemed to be 
so friendly to the five missionaries and even accepted 
a ride in the airplane, had his own problems. 

Already married to another Auca woman, “George” 
wanted to take “Delilah” as a second wife. However, 
the tribe did not approve of this course. Whether it 
was this or his supicion that “Delilah” was too friendly 
to the Americans, “George” changed his attitude. He 
joined the cause of the reactionaries and led the ten- 
man raiding party to spring upon the missionaries from 
ambush and slaughter them with a rain of spears. 

Certainly there seems to be no grounds for believing 
the widely circulated speculation that the five men had 
died because they refused to accept the gift of “Deli- 
lah.” Because of his own amorous desires, “George” 
would have been the last member of the tribe to assent 
to such a course. 

“George,” because of his persistent efforts to woo 
“Delilah,” finally was killed by his own people. “Deli- 
lah” still lives in a communal house with her mother 
who longs for the day when she will see Dayuma. By 
now it is possible that her longing has been satisfied. 

In the midst of the murderous cultural pattern of the 
Aucas there is some affection and family love. A

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The Text That Opened the Gate 


For John Bunyan, as well as for his immortal Pilgrim, there was 


one text that opened the gate on the way fo the Celestial City.

Tue STORY of John Bunyan is 
one of the most interesting of all the stories of the hu- 
man race, for never has God done so much with so 
little. Bunyan preached the simple righteousness of the 
gospel, and they put him in jail where he spent twelve 
years. But during his imprisonment he began to write 
Pilgrim’s Progress, a book that everyone talks about in 
our generation, but one that few people have read. 
But one hundred million copies of that book have been 
sold. The Bible is read in 1400 languages; Pilgrim’s 
Progress has been published in over 700 languages. 

It was early in the 17th century, a hundred years 
after the time of Luther. The English Reformation was 
established, and the Church of England was going on 
its sweet and placid way. It had become quiet, calm, 
contented, and spiritually dead. Suddenly there arose 
within the church a great movement for more strictness 
of life and for simplicity of worship. Parallel with the 
religious movement which developed into Puritanism 
was the political movement which swept into the Eng- 
lish Civil War and produced Oliver Cromwell. 

John Bunyan was born in November, 1628, exactly 
330 years ago. His father was Thomas Bunyan, a 
tinker of Elstow near Bedford. John was educated in 
the village school, where he learned to read and write. 
In those days, tinkers formed a hereditary caste, low on 
the social scale of England. Out of this lower class 
came John Bunyan. He grew up in a very strict atmos- 
phere and among people to whom religion consisted of 
“Thou shalt not. . . .” 

When Bunyan was 17 years old, he enlisted in the 
Parliamentary army and went through the military

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campaign of 1645, which defeated the forces of King 
Charles I. His officers were Puritans. Anyone in the 
army who swore was fined a shilling; if a man got 
drunk, he was deprived of two or three weeks’ pay, 
and was put into the stocks where people could laugh 
at him. In 1646 Bunyan returned home from the war 
and about two years later married a poor girl. He wrote 
that when he took her from her house, she had as her 
total possessions the clothes that she wore, and two 
books. This was her dowry; the two books were The 
Plain Man’s Pathway to Heaven and The Practice of 
Piety. 

A year or two later Bunyan came into contact with a 
man whose name we do not know, but who preached 
Christ to him. Bunyan said, “He did talk pleasantly of 
the Scripture; wherefore, falling into some love and 
liking to what he said, I betook me to my Bible and be- 
gan to take great pleasure in reading, but especially to 
the historical part thereof, But as for Paul’s epistles, 
and suchlike parts of Scriptures, I could not away with 
them.” In other words, they were over his head! 

Then followed a long period of tremendous convic- 
tion of sin. The Encyclopedia Britannica article on 
Bunyan has an outstanding summary of the horror that 
filled this man’s life during this period. His head was 
full of Bible, and his heart was full of misery. Here is 
what the Encyclopedia Britannica says: “In outward 
things he soon became a strict Pharisee. He was con- 
stant in attendance at prayers and sermons. His fa- 
vorite amusements were one after another relin- 
quished, though not without many painful struggles.” 

You see, he passed through that type of religion 
where you have to give up this, and you have to give 
up that. 

The Encyclopedia continues: “To give up dancing 
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on the village green was still harder; and some months 
elapsed before he had the fortitude to part with his 
darling sin. When this last sacrifice was made, he was, 
even when tried by the maxims of that austere time, 
faultless. All Elstow talked of him as an eminently 
pious youth. But his own mind was more unquiet than 
ever. Having nothing more to do in the way of visible 
reformation, yet finding in religion no pleasures to sup- 
ply the place of the juvenile amusements which he had 
relinquished, he began to apprehend that he lay under 
some special malediction; and he was tormented by a 
succession of fantasies which seemed likely to drive 
him to suicide or to bedlam.” 


LIFTING HIMSELF TO HEAVEN 


John Bunyan was trying to lift himself to Heaven by 
doing; he was trying to give up; he had never met 
Christ. 

At another time he pursued this notion. He said, “If 
I have not faith, I am lost; if I have faith, I can work 
miracles.” He was tempted to cry to the mud puddles, 
“Be ye dry!” and to stake his eternal hopes on the re- 
sult. He consulted an old Puritan and said to him, “I 
am afraid I have committed the sin against the Holy 
Ghost.” And the old fanatic replied, “I am afraid that 
you have.” 

No hope! And then the light broke! John Bunyan 
got his text! O, just one text out of the Word of God can 
explode in a person’s life and make all things new. If 
you do not have a text, if you do not have something 
that you can turn to when you are sick, when you wake 
up with pains, when you get out on the wrong side of 
the bed; if you do not have something that you can 
turn to in your misery and say, “No matter how I feel, 
it is still there! So praise God, I am still saved!” If you 
do not have such a text, you had better go back to the 
Word of God and give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure. 

F. W. Boreham of Australia, in telling the story of 
Bunyan’s life says that there is no doubt about his text; 
“for as a lover carves his lady’s name on trees, signs it 
in mistake for his own, and mumbles it in his sleep, so 
Bunyan inscribes everywhere the text that wrought his 
memorable deliverance. It crops up again and again in 
all his writings. The characters in Pilgrim’s Progress, in 
Grace Abounding, the dream children of his fertile im- 
agination, repeat it to each other as though it were a 
password, a talisman, a charm; he himself quotes it 
whenever the shadow of an opportunity presents itself. 
If it is not the text, it is at least the burden of every 
sermon that he preaches. It sings itself through his 
autobiography like a repeating chorus, like an echoing 
refrain. By its radiance he extricates himself from 
every gloomy valley and from every darksome path. 





Its joyful companionship beguiles all his long and soli- 
tary tramps. It dispels the loneliness of his dreary cell. 
When no other visitor is permitted, John Bunyan’s 
text rushes to his memory as though on angel’s wings. It 
sings to him its song of confidence and peace every 
morning; its music scatters the gloom of every night. It 
is the friend of his fireside, the companion of his soli- 
tude, the comrade of his travels, the light of his dark- 
ness. It illumines his path amongst the perplexities of 
life, it wipes away his tears in the day of bitter sorrow, 
and it smooths his pillow in the hour of death.” 

When I was a boy in California, there was a man in 
our town who always wore a large diamond pin on his 
necktie. Anyone who could not recall his name would 
say, “You know, the man with the diamond.” Just as 
the diamond and the man got together in everybody’s 
mind, so Bunyan and this text were together, for this 
text was a great diamond in the development of 
Bunyan. 

In 1649 King Charles I was executed, and Oliver 
Cromwell ruled England for eleven years. In 1660 
came the Restoration when Charles II mounted the 
throne of England. It became very bad for ali Puri- 
tans, and in November, 1660 John Bunyan was put in 
jail. He was not a man to stay out of jail if it meant 
standing for Christ. Now there are times when the lines 
are so closely drawn that if we are going to stand for 
anything, it is going to cost us something. The great 
tragedy of our generation is that so few people have con- 
victions; and even worse is the tragedy that those who 
have convictions will not stand for them. Jesus said, 
“Woe unto you when all men speak well of you.” 


GO UP DIRECTLY THERETO 


Perhaps you remember the first chapter of Pilgrim’s 
Progress. There we meet the principal character, Pil- 
grim, “clothed with rags, a book in his hand, and a 
great burden upon his back. . . . He was greatly dis- 
tressed in his mind and burst out, ‘What shall I do to be 
saved?” Suddenly, Evangelist meets him, and when 
Pilgrim asks him the way of escape Evangelist says, 
“Do you see yonder shining light?” 

“T think I do,” says wretched Pilgrim. 

“Then keep that light in your eye, and go up di- 
rectly thereto: so shalt thou see the gate; at which 
when thou knockest, it shall be told thee what thou 
shalt do.” And Pilgrim in due course came to the gate 
and knocked, saying: 

May I now enter here? Will He within 
Open to sorry me, though I have been 
An undeserving rebel? Then shall I 

Not fail to sing His lasting praise on high. 

And you remember that Goodwill opens the gate, 
and says, “I am willing with all my heart. We make no 


The prayerless life is the powerless life. 
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objections against any, notwithstanding all that they 
have done before they come hither; they are in no wise 
cast out.” There is John Bunyan’s text. So at the very 
beginning of Christian’s new life, there stands the first 
big but unmistakable mention of John Bunyan’s text, 
“Him that cometh unto me I will in no wise cast out.” 

Turning to Bunyan’s autobiography we read, “ ‘In 
no wise cast out!” he exclaims. “O, the comfort I 
found in that word! ‘In no wise cast out!’” In one of 
the most pathetic plaints ever written, Bunyan felt 
that he was a blot upon the face of the universe; he 
envied the toads in the grass by the side of the road, 
and the crows that cawed in the ploughed land by 
which he passed. He thought they could never know 
such misery as that which bowed him down. Thomas 
Macaulay in his essay on Bunyan says that one of the 
greatest paragraphs in English literature is this: 

“I walked to a neighboring town and sat on a settle 
in the street and fell into a very deep pause about the 
fearful state my sin had brought me to. And after long 
musing I lifted up my head, but methought I saw as if 
the sun shining in the heavens did grudge to give me 
light, and as if the very stones in the street and tiles 
upon the houses did band themselves against me. Me- 
thought that they were all banded together to banish 
me out of the world. I was abhorred of them, and unfit 
to dwell among them for I had sinned against the 
Savior. Oh, how happy now was every creature over 
me, for they stood fast and kept their station, but I was 
gone and lost.” 

While he was thus lamenting his hopeless condition, 
the light broke and he said, “This scripture did most 
sweetly visit my soul.” Did you ever have your soul 
visited? Do you know what it is to have hope in place 
of despair? Do you ever feel, “O, I must go to a 
psychiatrist and find out what is wrong with me!” and 
then learn that you can go to Christ and find out what 
can be right with you? Have you ever given up your 
burden in order to receive His joy? Do you know what 
it is to have your life turned around because some word 
in the Bible did sweetly visit your soul? And Bunyan 
now writes, “Oh, what did I then see in this blessed 
sixth of John! O the comfort that I had in this word! ‘In 
no wise cast out; in no wise cast out. Him that cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast out!” ” 


CHRIST IS APPROACHABLE 


What did he see in that sixth chaper of John? What 
comfort did he find so lavishly stored there? The mat- 
ter is worth investigating. Bunyan found three things in 
John 6:37. 

First, he found the approachability of Christ. In one 
of his books Henry Drummond said, “Suppose that the 
newspapers spread across the world that Jesus Christ 
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was now in Palestine. O, there would be crowded : 
boats and ports blocked with vessels. As far as the eye 
could see, caravans, dark, seething masses of humanity — 
stretching for leagues.” Now, if Jesus Christ came to 
Palestine today, you could not get a booking for six 
months. The ocean liners would be filled to capacity; 
every airline reservation would be taken. Everyone 
would want to go to see Jesus Christ. But when Jesus 
went away He sent the Holy Spirit who can bring 
Christ right into your home. You don’t have to phone 
a travel agency or an airline and ask, “Can I get a ticket 
to Palestine?” Jesus is nearer to you than breathing, 
closer than hands and feet. “Him that cometh to me I 
will in no wise cast out.” So Bunyan found, first, the 
approachability of Jesus. Even the most vile can easily 
go to the fountain of grace and find all that is needed, - 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Second, there is in this text not only the approach- 
ability of Jesus but the universality of Jesus. In his 
earlier life, Bunyan always thought that Christ would 
receive some more fortunate person than himself. 
There was a man whom people called “Holy Master 
Gifford,” and Bunyan heard Holy Master Gifford and 
some poor women discussing the things of the kingdom 
of God as they sat in front of their doors. Concerning

BIBLIOLATRY! 


Here are eight levels of scriptural truth that will help you understand God’s Word — PART Il 


Tue WHOLE Bible is the Word of 
God. We dare not ignore any part of the Scriptures in 
our attempt to discover the whole counsel of God. But 
at the same time we need to remember that every part 
of the Word doesn’t have exactly the same function as 
all other parts. Paul gives us a partial list of these func- 
tions in II Tim. 3: 16: “All scripture . . . is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness . . .” 

Not every part of the Bible, therefore, is to be used 
for doctrine. In fact, we might say that while the Bible 
as a whole is true, not every word in the Bible is truth. 
There are no levels of inspiration in the Bible, but 
there are levels of truth. An understanding of these 
levels of truth is a giant step toward a broader ap- 
proach to the working out of the implications of the 
doctrine of inspiration. 

If there are levels of truth, how many are there? 
What are they? There are no final answers to these 
questions. The best one can do is make suggestions and 
hope that the suggestions are helpful. Admittedly it is 
impossible to be dogmatic about the classification. But 
as a starting point, let’s suggest that there are eight 
levels of truth in the Bible. What are their names? 
Tentatively we'll call them historical truth, poetical 
truth, phenomenal truth, symbolical truth, proverbial 
truth, cultural truth, spiritual truth, and theological 
truth. 

Historical truth is a simple statement of fact. A cer- 
tain person did such-and-such or said so-and-so. The 
thing that he said might in itself have been true, false, 
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or indifferent. How could a false statement be inspired? 
Inspiration doesn’t guarantee that the person quoted is 
infallible—it only guarantees that the writer recorded 
exactly what the person said. For example, when Satan 
said to Eve, “Ye shall not surely die,” no one supposes 
that he spoke the truth. It was an obvious and deliber- 
ate lie. But, in this case no one questions the propriety 
of including a deliberate lie in the Word of God. It’s 
historical truth, true in the sense that that’s what Satan 
really said. 

The error isn’t always deliberate like Satan’s. It may 
take the form of an honest mistake like that of Job’s 
servant who said, “The fire of God is fallen from 
heaven, and hath burned up the sheep, and the serv- 
ants” (Job 1:16). At the moment the servant didn’t 
realize that the fire was not God’s but the Devil’s. The 
assertion “fire of God” doesn’t contradict the previous 
part of the chapter which asserts that Satan was to 
blame for the tragedy. That is unless one refuses to ad- 
mit that there is such a thing as historical truth. 

Poetical truth can never be understood scientifically. 
Is a poem scientific? It doesn’t even pretend to be. How 
does blue smell? That’s a silly question, but so is asking 
whether a poem is scientifically true. Carl Sandburg 
wrote: 

“The fog comes 
on little cat feet. 


It sits looking 

over harbor and city 
on silent haunches 

and then, moves on.” 


No one seriously ask, “Did Sandburg really think that 
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fog has appendages or optic nerves?” Why, then, are 
some anxious to ridicule the biblical poets when they 
write, “The mountains skipped like rams, and the lit- 
tle hills like lambs?” Or why do some refuse to recog- 
nize poetical truth and say that some day the geological 
formations will literally be jumping with joy? 

One might say that another example of this is the 
use of a human analogy to describe God. Moses knew 
that God was a spirit, but he still wrote, “The Lord 
smelled a sweet savor.” Does the Bible teach, then, 
that God has a nose? Of course not. These so-called 
“anthropomorphisms” are all a species of poetical 
truth. 

Phenomenal truth is a close relative of poetical 
truth, but it differs in that, although not scientifically 
accurate, it is literally true from the point of view of 
the observer. The biblical writers used it when they 
spoke of the “four corners of the earth,” and even we 
who live in the hyper-scientific space age use it. We 
often say, “There aren’t any stars tonight,” or “the sun 
rose an hour ago.” Are we wrong? Scientifically, yes, 
but phenomenally, no. 

The Bible never pretends to describe nature in 
scientific language. It adopts neither the theories of 
Newton nor of Einstein. If it had, neither Augustine 
nor Luther could have comprehended it. The Bible de- 
scribes nature in such a way that all men in all ages 
can understand it. It uses phenomenal truth. 


SYMBOLS IN THE BIBLE 


Every Bible student has come across symbolical 
truth, and recognized it as such. Some parts of the 
Bible are set down in symbols which, when properly 
interpreted, teach important lessons. Prophetic visions 
are good illustrations of this, and Daniel is a good 
prophet to choose as an example because he gives us 
the interpretations of many of the symbols set forth in 
his book. The great image of gold, silver, brass, and 
iron was a symbol. And when Daniel said to Nebu- 
chadnezzar, “Thou art this head: of gold,” he was 
speaking symbolical truth. 

Proverbial truth would be true in practically any re- 
ligion or in any age. It is usually stated formally as a 
maxim, but is not meant to be pressed literally or used 
as a basis for doctrine. The biblical wisdom literature 
is full of examples. “Thou shalt beat (thy child) with 
the rod, and shalt deliver his soul from hell.” (Prov. 
23:14). This is valid as proverbial truth, but should 
not be taken as normative for one’s soteriology. No one 
is saved by parental spanking. 

The nature of proverbial truth makes apparent con- 
tradictions occur. Proverbs 23:29-35 is used as a proof 
text by total abstainers, but Proverbs 31:6-7 recom- 
mends wine and strong drink for the poor, miserable, 
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and dying. But since neither passage is meant to be ' 
normative for Christian ethics, the apparent contra- 
diction doesn’t destroy the doctrine of inspiration. It 
must be understood as proverbial truth. 


UNDERSTANDING THE CULTURE 


Cultural truth is a little more complex than the other 
levels of truth. The main thing about it is that its sig- 
nificance can’t be known without an understanding of 
the cultural environment in which it was given. For 
convenience, let’s break it down into three sub-groups. 

Some cultural truth is significant only in its own cul- 
tural setting. It is not valid elsewhere, and cannot be 
applied to other cultures. Exodus 22:18 contains the 
commandment: “Thou shalt not suffer a witch to live.” 
What is the trans-cultural meaning of “witch?” It is ex-' 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, to define accurately. 
To the everlasting shame of Christianity many innocent 
women were burned alive in Salem and other places in 
the name of God as a result of an unjustified attempt to 
understand cultural truth outside its cultural setting. 

Other cultural truth has an indirect trans-cultural 
significance. We might use the ceremonial law of the 
Hebrews as an illustration. Very few Christians have 
memorized the intricacies of the law as orthodox Jews 
do. Why not? Because they’re not for our Christian 
economy. They’re relevant only to another culture. But 
the ceremonial law does have an indirect bearing on 
universal truth in that it prefigures Christ, the Re- 
deemer of the world. 

Finally, some cultural truth, while it’s literal signif- 
icance must be interpreted through its own cultural 
milieu, contains definite trans-cultural principles that 
cannot be ignored. It might well be that the New Testa- 
ment commands concerning women’s coiffures is a 
valid illustration. According to 1 Peter 3, women are 
not supposed to braid their hair. By this we certainly 
may understand that there was something wrong for 
first century Christian women to do it. But we needn’t 
force 20th century Christian women into the mold. 
That doesn’t mean we can ignore the teaching, though. 
Peter was stating an eternal truth in culturally-bound 
language: Christian women should be inconspicuously 
modest. But to imagine that there is some intrinsic re- 
lationship between hair-style and sanctification is to 
misunderstand cultural truth. 

Spiritual truth is the “instruction in righteousness” 
of II Timothy 3:16. It is not written for doctrinal pur- 
poses, although it may well teach doctrinal truth. Much 
of the material in the Psalms may be regarded as 
spiritual truth. They give us an insight into the con- 
frontational experiences of the writers, although we 
may not want to imitate them at every point. David, for 
instance, prays fervently for his enemy in these words: 
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“Let his days be few . . . Let his children be continu- 
ally vagabonds and beg . . .” (Psa. 109:8-10). The 
Lord never prayed like that, and I don’t think He ex- 
pects us to, either. But from the Psalm we learn of 
David’s spiritual conflicts, of his strength and weak- 
nesses, and interpreting them from the Christian point 
of view, they are profitable to us in the perfection of 
our own spiritual lives. Psalm 51 and Mary’s “magnifi- 
cat” are more directly valuable to our spiritual lives, 
but are still spiritual truth. 

Theological truth is what everybody expects the 
Bible to contain. It comprises the things that are “pro- 
fitable for doctrine.” It is by far the broadest classifica- 
tion of all, and in a sense the most important of all the 
things we find in the Bible. If we need an illustration, 
let’s take the book of Romans, which many scholars 
consider the most important of all Christian documents. 
Romans was written for the purpose of outlining Chris- 
tian theology. Since it is inspired, it is an infallible 
guide for our faith. In determining doctrine we don’t 
need to pay much attention to Solomon’s writings, but 
we can’t ignore Paul’s. The whole structure of Chris- 
tian theology depends on them. We are bound to know 
them and follow them literally within the bounds of 
sound historical-grammatical exegesis because they’re 
theological truth. 

To say that there are levels of truth in the Bible 
sounds at first like some heresy. It sounds something 
like the catch neo-orthodox phrase: “The Bible con- 
tains the Word of God.” But after mature considera- 
tion of the subject, even those of us who believe that 
“The Bible is the Word of God” see that all parts of 
Scripture were not meant to serve the same function. 

Besides helping to avoid many of the excesses which 
some interpret as “bibliolatry,” this broad-minded 
view of inspiration has other values. 

It is an aid in answering those who stand without 
the circle of Christianity and throw criticisms at us. It 
is a fulcrum from which we can reply to those who 
“ask a reason of the hope that is within us” by claim- 
ing that the Bible contains scientific errors or self- 
contradictions. When seen in the proper light many al- 
leged “errors” contain no more untruth than “the fog 
comes on little cat feet” or “it’s raining pitchforks and 
hammer handles.” 

It further guides into doctrinal soundness and helps 
us to see the errors of the fringe groups and sects within 
Christianity itself. Almost every deviation from _his- 
toric, orthodox Christianity may be traced to a failure 
to draw doctrinal distinctives from the passages that 
contain theological truth. 

For example, one cult feels that the clapping of 
hands, dancing, and making loud noises are important 
parts of Christian worship services. In one of its publi- 
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cations a quote from Psalms supports each of the prac- 
tices. “O clap your hands all ye people, shout unto 
God with the voice of triumph” (Psa. 47:1). The com- 
ment: “Some may say, ‘Why should I do that?’ If for 
no other reason than because God tells you to, that 
should be enough!” Or again, “O come .. . let us make 
a joyful noise to the rock of our salvation . . .” (Psa. 
95:1). Comment: “Some may say they do not believe 
in making noise in church. In other words they disagree 
with God and what His word teaches. They don’t be- 
lieve in doing what God wants them to do! Evidently 
they are out of harmony with God . . .” One would 
think that if these physical manifestations were as im- 
portant a part of Christian worship as the tract- 
writer pretends, Paul would have mentioned them in 1 
Corinthians 14 or in the Pastoral Epistles. 

This should be a warning for all of us. We should 
never go first to the non-theological portions of Scrip- 
ture to form any Christian doctrine or practice, then 
try to make the theological portions fit in. That’s allow- 
ing the tail to wag the dog. And it gives plenty of am- 
munition to those prone to call us “bibliolators.” 

Finally, this broad viewpoint is a forward step in 
our own deeper understanding of God’s Word. It 
strengthens our faith. It helps us receive the message 
that God has given us in His revelation more closely 
to the way that He meant it to be understood. 

Tabloid thinkers will continue to cry out that “evan- 
gelicals are bibliolaters.” But let us not be moved. We 
must be careful to avoid the many dangers that result 
from a misapplication of the doctrine of inspiration and 
give a semblance of validity to the charge. But, after 
having done all, we must “stand”—true to the “faith 
once delivered to the saints.”

Graham reveals his biblical views on Christian separation. 


Dorinc the past few weeks I have 
spent much time studying the subject of separation in 
the Scriptures. I have come to some very deep convic- 
tions. 

It seems to me that the entire weight of Scripture lies 
in the direction of fellowship rather than separation. 
John 13:34 and 35, “A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another. . . . By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.” 

What is the great overwhelming evidence that we 
have passed from death unto life? Orthodoxy? Moral- 
ity? Evangelistic passion? No! It is love! 

In the prayer that our Lord offered in John 17, He 
says, “That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in 
me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that 
the world may believe that thou hast sent me.” It is 
clear that Christ means visible unity such as can be 
seen by the world. The reason for His praying is that 
the world may believe and that the world may know. 
He prayed for unity as the Trinity is united. While none 
of us can understand the Trinity, yet we know there is 
a distinction of persons. It is a kind of unity in diversity, 
a unity compatible with variety, which Christ lays 
down as a pattern for the Church. He gives the reason: 
“that the world may believe.” 

All through the Book of Acts there is one key 
phrase: “with one accord.” I have read and reread the 
Book of Acts this year; and in reading it I am im- 
pressed that they were not given to quarreling over 
secondary points of doctrine, as we often are, and that 
when difficulties did arise, every attempt was made to 
settle them in a reasonable and charitable spirit under 
the direction of the Holy Spirit. 

In Paul’s Epistles there are continually found allu- 
sions to the peril of divisions in the Church and the 
need for maintaining a spirit of harmony. Paul devoted 
much time and space to helping preserve the unity of 
the Church. In Romans 14 and 15, the Apostle pleads 
for unity on the part of the weak and the strong. He 
says, “Wherefore receive ye one another.” In I Corin- 
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thians 1:10-12, he laments the divisions among the 
Lord’s people. In I Corinthians 12:12-20, he indi- 
cates the unity of the Body of Christ, even though there - 
is diversity among the members. It teaches us that God, 
who wills man’s unity in Christ, is a God of variety. It 
teaches that there are diversities. So often we want 
everyone to be the same, to think and speak and be- 
lieve alike, to pronounce “shibboleth” the way we pro- 
nounce it. We could go to Ephesians 2:19, 20, Philip- 
pians 2:1-4 and many other passages. It seems that 
love is the primary key to Christian unity. And in the 
spirit of true humility, compassion, consideration and 
unselfishness, which reflect the mind of the Lord Jesus, 
we are to approach our problems, our work, and even 
our differences. 

In James he says, “The devils also believe and trem- 
ble.” What Jesus is doing in this passage is protesting 
against the barrenness of the dead orthodoxy which is 
divorced from love and good works. It is possible to 
be orthodox theologically and yet lacking in a spirit of 
love, which is exactly the condition of the devils. Sev- 
eral times James warns against bitter jealousy, factions, 
and against judging our brethren. 

John in his epistles is filled with love that we are to 
have one for another. “We. know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we love the brethren”— 
not because we are sound in the Christian faith and be- 
lieve the Bible from cover to cover. The one great test 
is love! 

Again and again we meet the most earnest appeals 
to maintain the unity of the people of God and the 
most solemn warnings against breaking it. There seems 
to be a constant awareness on the part of the writers 
of the Scriptures of the danger confronting God’s peo- 
ple in this respect. There can be no escaping the con- 
clusion that the main stress in the New Testament is 
upon fellowship rather than upon separation. The call 
is not so much to come out as to come together. 

However, having said this there is definite teaching 
concerning separation! It is impossible to ignore many 
passages that call upon Christians to separate. While 
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the New Testament stresses fellowship, it also clearly 
indicates that there are also limits to fellowship. 

First: Christians are to be separated from the cos- 
mos or world system. This word cosmos means “a 
superficially imposed order.” (Our word cosmetics 
comes from it.) This is what we mean by world system. 
While we are to live in the world, we are not to par- 
take of its evil deeds. Many of the Scriptures, such as 
II Corinthians 6:14-18, are misapplied. It has nothing 
to do about the relations of Christians with fellow 
Christians. It is concerned with the relations of Chris- 
tian believers to a non-believing and pagan world. 
Paul was facing a pagan and idolatrous world in which 
the people were trying to hold on to their idols. This is 
the problem of the missionary today. 

Again, in Ephesians 5:11 and 12, we find the un- 
fruitful works of darkness were the immoral deeds of 
the heathen world. Previous verses 3 and 5 refer par- 
ticularly to sins of sexual impurity which were so com- 
mon in the ancient Greek cities. I need not go into 
these Scriptures such as II Timothy 4:10, I John 2:15 
and 16, James 4:4, and many others. We would all 
be completely agreed on this, even though I believe too 
often we evangelicals are worldly even though we may 
be separated from certain sins that have been classified 
“worldly.” The spirit of worldliness is dragging many 
evangelical Christians into a carnal life while they may 
not be guilty of some of the “name sins.” I believe there 
is need today for strong preaching on separation from 
worldliness at this point. 


SEPARATE FROM IMMORAL CHRISTIANS 


Secondly: We are to be separated from fellow 
Christians who are living immoral lives. There are most 
numerous and solemn passages which lay upon Chris- 
tians the duty of abstaining from fellowship with pro- 
fessed believers who are evildoers and not living holy 
lives. For example, in I Corinthians 5:1-8, there was 
an immoral person who was to be delivered unto Satan, 
and the Church was told to purge out the old leaven. 
Here is a brother who persists in a course of moral 
wrongdoing. He is to be disciplined! Why aren’t we 
Christians obedient at this point? Even here we are to 
discipline with carefulness and love. The Apostle told 
the Corinthians in his second epistle to be careful not to 
cause this man too much sorrow. In II Thessalonians 
3:6, 14 and 15, we are told to separate from a brother 
who is walking disorderly, not because he is talking 
heretically. This brother may be perfectly sound as re- 
gards his faith, but his life is wrong. He is an idle, in- 
terfering fellow. In some instances the warnings against 
false prophets are actually warnings against men of im- 
moral life rather than against men holding erroneous 
opinions. 
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We must conclude that there is more emphasis on 
separation from evil than on separation from error. Yet 
often those who contend most loudly for separation to- 
day do not appear to stress the moral aspect; their sole 
interest would seem to be in a doctrinal issue. 

However, it is easier to be fundamental than to be 
Spirit-filled and holy. It does not cost very much to pro- 
fess to believe the whole Bible and to accept every 
article of the creed. Anyone can do that! The New 
Testament seems to indicate that the real test is not in 
creeds but in deeds. “By their fruits ye shall know 
them.” “If any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his.” Our loyalty to the truth is not measured 
so much by our creedal orthodoxy as by the temper 
and quality of our lives, the purity of our motives and 
the love we show to our fellow Christians. 


WHEN TO SEPARATE THEOLOGICALLY? 


Thirdly: There come times when we are to separate 
on theological grounds! II John 10 and 11 says, “If 
there come any unto you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him God speed is partaker 
of his evil deeds.” Here we have the deity of our Lord 
Jesus Christ involved. If a man blatantly denies the 
deity of Christ or that Christ has come in the flesh, we 
are not even to bid him God speed. 

Again, in Romans 16:17 and 18, the Apostle says, 
“Now I beseech you, brethren, mark them which cause 
divisions and offences contrary to the doctrine which ye 
have learned; and avoid them. For they that are such 
serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, but their own belly; 
and by good words and fair speeches deceive the hearts 
of the simple.” 

What is this doctrine that Paul is talking about? 
Here is the glorious theological Epistle of Romans. His 
emphasis has been on two things: First, salvation 
through faith in Christ alone. Second, the application 
of the gospel that is summed up in 13:8, “Owe no man 
anything but to love one another, for he that loveth an- 
other hath fulfilled the law.” If I see a man who is 
teaching that salvation is other than by faith in Christ 

. . or if I see a man who is not bearing the fruit of 
love, I am warned to avoid that man because he will 
eventually cause divisions among the people of the 
Lord. Thus, the Scriptures teach that we are to be sep- 
arated from those who deny the deity of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

I had two hours talking with . . . . I am in agreement 
with most of his position except at this one point. I do 
not believe that the ground of our fellowship is to be 
the inerrancy of Scripture but, rather, the ground of 
our fellowship is to be the deity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. I myself hold to the verbal inspiration view- 
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point; I think any other position is fraught with danger. 
However, many of the leading evangelicals, and even 
fundamentalists when pinned down, do not hold to the 
verbal inspiration of Scripture. I have accepted my 
position by faith! Yet I know devout men of God who 
believe in the virgin birth, the atonement, the resurrec- 
tion, and who have strong evangelistic zeal and pas- 
sion who do not hold to this particular theory of in- 
spiration. 

Dr. . . . contends that this is the issue of our day. It 
may be—however, he holds the view that we cannot 
afford to fellowship with anyone who holds a different 
view on inspiration. I do not believe this can be sub- 
stantiated from Scripture. 

My position as a “proclaimer of the gospel” is en- 
tirely different than if I were the president of a Bible 
school or the pastor of a church or a professor of theol- 
ogy. In the proclamation of the gospel there is flexibil- 
ity in fellowship. 

No doubt there are some men in the church today 
who deny the deity of the Lord Jesus Christ. If I know 
that a man denies His deity, I am not to commend him 
or to have spiritual fellowship with him, but I am to 
treat him as an antichrist and an enemy of the cross! 
Yet even here I am told to “love” my “enemy.” And 
certainly I am to treat him with common neighborly 
love that is due all human beings that we come in con- 
tact with in our daily lives. 

There is another point to remember: that many men 
are mistakenly called “liberal” or “modernist” by un- 
informed evangelicals. I have found in my contacts 
that hundreds of men are warm, godly men who hold 
to the essentials of the Christian faith but who for 
various reasons do not want to be identified with mod- 
ern day evangelicalism, its organization and _ institu- 
tions. Because a man does not walk with us in our vari- 
ous organizations and projects does not necessarily 
mean he is a modernist. For example, I doubt if there 
is a pastor in the entire Southern Baptist Convention 
who would deny the deity of Christ, yet many Southern 
Baptists would not want to be identified with inde- 
pendent evangelicalism. Thus, many independent 
. evangelicals, misunderstanding this, have termed many 
of them “liberal” or “modernist.” This same thing can 
be said concerning thousands of ministers of various 
denominations. We are so quick to judge on the basis 
of partial or even no information at all. This attitude is 
wrong and unscriptural. The Apostle said that our love 
should be so strong that it “thinketh no evil” but gives 
the other man the benefit of the doubt. Even the ex- 
treme liberals are admitting that there is a renaissance 
of evangelicalism sweeping through our major denomi- 
nations. We should welcome it, encourage it and thank 
God for it! We should be extremely careful that we do 
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not become as the Pharisees of old, thinking we have a . 
“corner” on the gospel. 


DIVIDING GOD’S PEOPLE 


Fourthly: We are to separate from those who are 
deliberately causing divisions among the Lord’s peo- 
ple. Romans 16:17, “Now I beseech you, brethren, 
mark them which cause divisions and offences contrary 
to the doctrine which ye have learned; and avoid 
them.” What is this doctrine? Not only faith in Christ as 
Savior and Lord, but also the 12th, 13th and 14th 
chapters of Romans, when he talks about “walking 
honestly” . . . “avenge not yourselves” . . . “distributing 
to the necessity of saints” . . . “given to hospitality” . . . 
“bless them which persecute you; bless, and curse not” 
“be kindly affectioned one to another” ... “in. 
honor preferring one another” . . . “owe no man any- 
thing but to love one another” . . . “love is the fulfilling 
of the law” . . . “making no provision for the flesh.” 
Thus Paul says, “Mark them which cause divisions and 
offences contrary to this doctrine” of this epistle, “and 
avoid them!” If we fulfilled this literally, I must con- 
fess that I am persuaded we would avoid not only the 
modernist who denies the deity of Christ but also we 
would avoid the liberal as well as the fundamentalist 
who does not live according to the doctrines of Ro- 
mans. 

I recognize that there are some modernists we are to 
separate ourselves from; and yet, on the other hand, I 
am convinced there are some “so-called” fundamental- 
ists we are to separate ourselves from. In my opinion, 
the same spiritual defect which is apparent in extreme 
liberalism that causes deadness, hardness, callousness 
and unbelief is the same defect that causes bitterness, 
jealousy, rancor, division, strife, hardness, a seeking 
after revenge and vindictiveness that characterizes a 
few fundamentalists. It seems to me the Scripture 
teaches that we are to avoid both extremes. 

Naturally, I must be very careful that I do not be- 
come a judge. I am not to judge another man’s servant. 
“To his own master he standeth or falleth. Yea, he 
shall be holden up, for God is able to make him stand.” 
Again, I am to remember Paul’s admonition in Gala- 
tians 6:1, “Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, 
ye which are spiritual restore such a one in the spirit of 
meekness, considering thyself lest thou also be 
tempted.” There is a fine line that is often difficult to 
distinguish between separation and fellowship, between 
judging another man’s servant and spiritual discern- 
ment. At this point there may always be disagreement 
among Christian brethren. Especially in city-wide evan- 
gelism where so many hundreds of workers and com- 
mittee members are not known to us personally it is

In THE CLOSING chapter of 
Paul’s autobiography there is an intriguing passage, 
given in II Timothy 4:13: “The cloak that I left at 
Troas with Carpus, when thou comest bring with thee, 
and the books, but especially the parchments.” Or, to 
put it in a more free modern paraphrase which the 
Greek will bear: “The briefcase which I left in Troas 
at Carpus’ house do not fail to bring with you, and 
make sure that you have my books, particularly the 
reference works.” Winter was approaching with its 
shortened days; the outcome of the trial before Nero 
was dubious at best, and probably death was waiting 
for him not far away. Paul felt the need of the comfort 
and stimulus that his books would give him to ease the 
hours of boredom and to enable him to maintain pro- 
ductive thinking. 

Were Paul living today he would be amazed by the 
vast libraries of the western world and by the flood of 
literature that issues from our presses. Books in his day 
were handwritten, copied by slaves at length with great 
labor, and were relatively expensive, though by no 
means unobtainable. Now they are to be found in every 
drugstore and news stand. Thanks to the Bible soci- 
eties, the Scriptures, which may have been the “parch- 
ments” of which Paul spoke, can be purchased cheaply 
anywhere. If he were imprisoned in any modern city 
he would need only to send a friend a few blocks to a 
book store to find what he desired. 

Paul’s request is a valyable testimony to the influ- 
ence of books on the Christian’s life. The great apostle

to the Gentiles, with his wealth of spiritual experience 
and personal knowledge of Christ, a man directly in- 
spired by the Holy Spirit, who asserted that his gospel 
did not originate with men or from men, still acknowl- 
edged his indebtedness to the books that he read. To 
the very end of his public career he used them and de- 
pended upon them for comfort and for aid. 

If books meant that much to Paul, what place can 
they fill in the life of the average Christian who is 
neither so well-informed nor so independent in think- 
ing as he was? 

Books are an aid to thinking, for they place at our 
disposal the distilled wisdom of the ages. As men re- 
cord their thoughts, their sentiments, and their strug- 
gles, we see the processes by which they reached the 
conclusions that marked their spiritual and intellectual 
advance. The books that they have left are like the 
road signs that enable us to traverse more easily and 
more quickly the paths which our forefathers had to , 
hew out for themselves. They preserve the cumulative 
discoveries of the past, and afford us a better perspec- 
tive on the problems of our own day. As the writer of 
Ecclesiastes said: “There is nothing new under the 
sun.” 

Human nature has not changed essentially in several 
thousand years. While we may have more specific defi- 
nitions for its psychology, more accurate medical terms 
to describe its ills, and a whole new world of scientific 
achievement, the basic needs and weaknesses of men 
are the same. Our metaphors change; our motives do 
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not. The analyses of the past and contemporary scenes 
which other minds give to us in their written works 
can stimulate us to new efforts of our own, and can 
serve as a guide to our own thinking. 

In many quarters books have all but vanished from 
American life. We have become a nation of intellectual 
illiterates because we depend much more on external 
aids to the imagination than upon the power to project 
within our own minds the pictures that words can 
create. We live in an era of movies, television, and the 
illustrated magazine with the long pictures and the 
short captions. Except perhaps in the field of science, 
which is forced upon us by economic and military ne- 
cessity, our generation has abandoned the wide reading 
of literature, and has forgotten the cultural minutes of 
the past. This a Christian cannot afford to do. 

For the Christian all kinds of literature are useful. 
Of course, his first reading should be the Scriptures. Sir 
Walter Scott on his deathbed asked one of his servants 
to bring him “the book.” When asked which one he 
meant, he replied, “There is only one book,” meaning 
the Bible. To be sure, the Holy Spirit can and does 
interpret the Scriptures effectively without using acces- 
sory material; but the greater the resources we can use, 
the fuller will be our knowledge. Reading can enlarge 
greatly our understanding of the Bible as history, liter- 
ature, biography, sociology, and all the other fields of 
knowledge contribute to its interpretation. 

By way of illustration, take just one book, Sir 
William Ramsay’s The Seven Churches of Asia. It is by 
no means a devotional work, nor was it intended to be. 
Sir William Ramsay was an archaeologist whose chief 
interest lay in reconstructing the past of Asia Minor. In 
this book he sketched the history of the cities to which 
the letters of Revelation were addressed. He shows that 
in each case some event of the past colored the words 
which the Lord addressed to the angels of the church. 

For instance, Sardis was warned: “If therefore thou 
shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou 
shalt not know what hour I shall come upon thee” 
(Rev. 3:3). Centuries before, while the sentries of 
Sardis slept, secure in their belief that the precipitous 
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cliffs below the city were unscalable, the armies of a 
Persian king climbed up by a secret path, and whén’ 
morning came, the Sardians found the enemy in posses- 
sion of their fortress. This contribution which a knowl- 
edge of historical context gives to the interpretation of 
Revelation makes its spiritual truth all the stronger, 
and is derived from a source outside the Bible. The 
truth of watchfulness is the same, but its point here is 
sharpened by the event in the record of Sardis. 

The ignorance of the innocent is one of their greatest 
dangers. Illiterate peoples can be either stampeded into 
hysteria or lulled into complacency. The false cults to- 
day are largely recruited from those who have not 
sufficient discrimination to tell the difference between 
truth and error. Of course, spiritual judgment is not 
primarily dependent upon the extent of one’s reading, 
but the man who is well informed is less likely to fall 
victim to the latest “ism.” 

A student once came to one of his ministerial friends, 
and inquired whether he had heard of the terrible new 
heresy that was threatening their movement. When 
asked what it might be, he said in a shocked undertone, 
“Calvinism!” At least, one can say that the student 
showed a regrettable lack of historical perspective in 
branding it as a recent departure from the faith. Wider 
reading would have kept him from such a rash error. 

Furthermore, there are many things that the Chris- 
tian ought to know which he should never experience 
for himself. He ought to know what idolatry is, but he 
should not worship an idol to find that knowledge. 
Reading brings the experience of others within the cir- 
cle of our knowledge without involving us in spiritual 
compromise or danger. It can warn us of peril, or it 
can summon us to new heights of achievement by its 
example. 

The bow that is constantly kept strung may snap. 
The human spirit needs at times the mental relaxation 
which can be provided by a good book. Adventure, 
travel, fiction, poetry, and humor, when carefully 
chosen, can provide intellectual recreation and can 
help to ease the tensions of life. All of these literary 
forms appear in the Bible, and are quite legitimate for 
his reading. They can, of course, be abused, and can 
be sources of harm rather than of good if they focus on 
evil. The realism that can stress good as well as evil, 
the adventure that pits man against circumstances 
without brutalizing him, and the humor that can ex- 
pose inconsistencies without being “off color” may 
provide relief of tension that will help the Christian’s 
nerves. 

An atlas will make missionaries. William Carey had 
a map of the world hung on the wall of the cobbler 
shop, and while he pegged shoes he studied the popu-

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Maat LUTHER one day pre- 
sented a book to a friend. On the filyleaf he wrote: “If 
only we believed that God is speaking to us and that 
whatever we read or hear in the Bible is God’s Word, 
we would find and feel that it is not read or heard 
futilely or in vain. But our confounded unbelief and 
miserable flesh keep us from seeing and noting that 
God is speaking with us in Scripture or that Scripture 
is God’s Word. Rather, we think it is the word of Isaiah, 
Paul, or some other mere man, who has not created 
heaven and earth. Therefore it is not God’s Word to 
us and does not bear its fruit until we recognize it as 
God’s Word within ourselves.” 

This keen spiritual insight made Martin Luther what 
he was. He held in his hand a Bible which had all 
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Verbal Inspiration?

In an age of uncertainty concerning 
the authority of Scripture, here are Luther's 
own words on this important subject. 


authority; he knew it to be the living Word of the living 
God. Never was his message more needed than in our 
day. In our churches are many men who proclaim 
that the Bible contains the word of God, but they do 
not believe that it is the Word of God. 

One man loosely said, “It does not matter a great 
deal whether the Bible stories are literally true, or 
whether they are splendid parables for generations of 
the children of men.” What such men are really saying 
is that it does not matter if there are sections of error 
in the Bible. Personally, I would not want to feed my 
child a mixture of poison and milk. If someone pro- 
tested, “But it contains milk,” that would not be 
enough. I want it to be all milk. And I want to know 
that the Bible is all truth, selected, planned and pre- 
sented-to us by God for His purposes. 

Martin Luther was a strong believer in the supreme 
authority of the Scriptures, and in their verbal inspira- 
tion. He has left us more than 50,000 pages of his 
writings, and none are fully comprehensible unless we 
understand that he believed in the absolute authority 
of the Bible down to the least tittle, as the Word of 
God. 

Four hundred years after Luther his writings are 
coming into their greatest readership. Now, for the 
first time, all of them are appearing in English. Better 
still, a remarkable anthology has been compiled (What 
Luther Says, compiled by Ewald Plass, Concordia) 
that gives us insight into Luther’s thought more clearly 
than if we read several isolated volumes. The anthology 


contains 5100 choice paragraphs under 200 headings. 
Under the heading, “Bible” are 50 quotations selected 
from all Luther’s works. Following are some of these, 
perhaps for the first time in English:— 

“Let the man who would hear God speak read Holy 
Scripture.” 

“Scripture is God’s testimony concerning Himself.” 

“The Holy Spirit Himself and God, the Creator of 
all things, is the Author of this book.” 

“This book, the Holy Scripture, is the Holy Spirit’s 
book.” 

“He who carefully reads and studies the Scriptures 
will consider nothing so trifling that it does not at least 
contribute to the improvement of his life and morals, 
since the Holy Spirit wanted to have it committed to 
writing.” 

When we consider some of the arguments brought 
against the Bible by those who believe the book to be 
unscientific, we may well listen to Luther commenting 
on the creation story and the fact that Moses speaks of 
waters above and below the firmament. Just what this 
means, Luther remarks, may not be quite clear to us; 
but we should stick to the phrasing of Scripture because 
it is the language of the Spirit. “We must speak as the 
Holy Scriptures speak, and we must stand by the words 
of the Holy Spirit.” And, “The Holy Spirit has a way 
of His own to say much in few words.” “Not only the 
words which the Holy Spirit and Scripture use are di- 
vine, but also the phrasing.” 


WEIGHED, COUNTED AND MEASURED 


Luther did not arrive at this high view of the com- 
plete inerrancy of Scripture by some gradual process. 
His earliest major writing contains it. As early as 1513, 
in his remarks on one of the Psalms, he asks his 
auditors carefully to note the individual words and 
calls these “the words of God.” “All the words of God,” 
he says, “are weighted, counted and measured.” 

The editor of the Luther anthology says, “In reality 
Luther’s faith in the inspiration of Scripture and in its 
consequent complete inerrancy was nothing new. This 
was the traditional position of the church.” 

Throughout the middle ages the church held to the 
verbal inspiration of the Scriptures. The liberals of the 
19th century hated this truth, and one of the greatest 
of the liberals, Adolf von Harnack, was sorry that 
Luther believed in verbal inspiration. 

Some time ago a young theological student flatly 
stated that Luther did not believe in the verbal in- 
spiration of Scripture. I am sorry that I did not have 
this anthology at hand to show him Harnack’s regret 
that Luther did believe it, and Dr. Engelder’s state- 
ment, “It is one of the mysteries of the ages how theo- 
logians who claim to be conversant with Luther’s 
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writings can give credence to the myth that Luther did 
not teach Verbal, Plenary Inspiration.” 

Some hesitate before some of the verbal niceties. of 
the Bible, but Luther said, “The Holy Spirit is not a 
fool or a drunkard to express one point, not to say 
one word, in vain.” And so Luther wrote to the council- 
men of Germany, “It is very dangerous to speak of 
things divine in a different manner and in words dif- 
ferent from those which God Himself uses.” 

Now such language is not popular in our day be- 
cause some claim that this present generation is in- 
capable of understanding such terms as “salvation,” 
“forgiveness,” “justification,” “the new birth,” and so 
on. I do not believe they know what they are talking 
about. If they put out a questionnaire among godless, 
unconverted people, they will, naturally, get godless, 
unconverted answers. But if we keep on preaching the 
Word of God it will have the same effect that it has 
always had. There will be those who pass out of death 
and into life and then they will understand spiritual 
matters. In the last analysis, the Bible proves its own 
authority by producing supernatural results in the lives 
of those who put their trust in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

“Now if a different way to Heaven existed, no doubt 
God would also have recorded it, but there is no other 
way. Therefore let us cling to these words, firmly place 
and rest our hearts upon them, close our eyes and say: 
Although I had the merit of all saints, the holiness and 
purity of all virgins, and the piety of St. Peter besides, 
I would still consider my attainment nothing. Rather I 
must have a different foundation to build on, namely, 
these words: God has given His Son so that whosoever 
believes on Him whom the Father has sent out of love 
shall be saved. And you must insist confidently—(al- 
most defiantly)—that you will be preserved; and you 
must boldly take your stand on His words, which no 
devil, hell, or death can suppress. . . Therefore no 
matter what happens, you should say: There is God’s 
Word. This is my rock and anchor. On ‘it I rely, and 
it remains. Where it remains, I, too, remain: where it 
goes, I, too, go. The Word must stand, for God cannot 
lie; and heaven and earth must go to ruins before the 
most insignificant letter or tittle of His Word remains 
unfulfilled. 


WHY THE BIBLE? 


If someone should ask why God should have given 
the Bible to the world, the answer is to be found in 
Christ alone, that we might know who He is and why 
He came to die. “What purpose other than this procla- 
mation does Scripture have from beginning to end? 
Messiah, God’s Son, was to come and through His 
sacrifice, as an innocent Lamb of God, bear and remove 
the sins of the world and thus redeem men from eternal

death for eternal salvation. For the sake of Messiah, 
God’s Son, Holy Scripture was written, and for His sake 
everything that happened took place.” “Holy Scripture 
has more to say about the Son than about the Father 
because the entire Scripture exists for the sake of the 
Son.” 

A half year before Luther’s death he preached a 
sermon on the text, “They are they which testify of 
me.” He told his auditors how Scripture should be 
read: “Here Christ would indicate the principal reason 
why the Scripture was given by God. Men are to study 
and search it, and to learn that He, He, Mary’s Son, 
is the One who is able to give eternal life to all who 
come to Him and believe on Him. Therefore he who 
would correctly and profitably read Scripture should 
see to it that he finds Christ in it; then he finds life 
eternal without fail. On the other hand, if I do not so 
study and understand Moses and the prophets as to 
find that Christ came from Heaven for the sake of my 
salvation, became man, suffered, died, was buried, 
rose, and ascended to Heaven so that through Him I 
enjoy reconciliation with God, forgiveness of all my 
sins, grace, righteousness, and life eternal, then my read- 
ing in Scripture is of no help whatsoever to my salva- 
tion. I may, of course, become a learned man by read- 
ing and studying Scripture and may preach what I have 
acquired; yet all this would do me no good whatever. 
For if I do not know and do not find the Christ, neither 
do I find salvation and life eternal. In fact, I find bitter 
death; for our good God has decreed that no other 
name is given among men whereby they may be saved 
except the name of Jesus (Acts 4:12).” 


Yet this written Word of God, like Christ the per- 
sonal Word, appears among men in a lowly guise. Be- 
cause of this, Luther wrote, “I beg and faithfully warn 
every pious Christian not to be offended by the sim- 
plicity of the language and the stories that will often 
meet him here. Let him not doubt that, however simple 
they may seem, they are the very words, works, judg- 
ments, and deeds of the exalted majesty, power, and 
wisdom of God. For this is the writing that turns all 
the wise and prudent into fools and is an open book 
only to the small and foolish folks, as Christ says, in 
thanking God that these things were hidden from the 
wise and prudent and revealed unto babes (Matt. 11: 
25). Therefore dismiss your own notions and feelings 
and think of this Writing as the most sublime, the most 
noble of holy things, as the richest of mines, which can 
never be entirely exhausted. Do this that you may find 
the wisdom of God which He here submits in a man- 
ner so foolish and simple in order to quench all pride. 
Here you will find the swaddling clothes and the man- 
ger in which Christ lies, to which the angel directs the 
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shepherds. Plain and ordinary are the swaddling 
clothes; but dear is the Treasure, Christ, which lies in 
them.” 

In 1541 the Reformer wrote in someone’s Bible: 
“IT am a worm and no man, a reproach of men and 
despised of the people” (Ps. 22:6). “The Holy Scrip- 
ture is God’s Word, written, and so to speak, lettered 
and put into the form of alphabetical letters, just as 
Christ, the eternal Word of God, is clothed in human- 
ity. And men regard and treat the Written Word of 
God in this world just as they do Christ. It is a worm 
and no book compared with other books; for the honor 
people accord other writings of men by studying, read- 
ing, pondering, keeping, and using them they do not 
accord Scripture. If it is treated well, it lies there in 
neglect. Others tear it to pieces, scourge and crucify 
it, and subject it to all manner of torture until they 
stretch it sufficiently to apply to their heresy, meaning, 
and whim. . . 

“It is a good sign, therefore, if a man has the precious 
gift of loving and liking Scripture, of gladly reading it, 
of highly esteeming and treasuring it. Such a man God, 
in turn, will surely honor, because he possesses the true 
seal of the called and chosen saints, and he belongs 
among the apostles and the other saints.” 

You and I have in our hands the divine Book, the 
very Word of God, inspired by the Holy Spirit and the 
Word of God for us, given to us in the order, terms and 
words that God wanted us to have it. Let us, then, 
give ourselves to the Book that there we may find 
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Now is the season of the year 
when we put bulbs into the 
ground.

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A HYMN

The Bible teaches that we are fo sing 
with the mind as well as the spirit.

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Tue HYMN has been caricatured 
“an ecclesiastical seventh-inning stretch with sound | 
effects.” 

Yes, too often we regard the hymn as a worship 
“filler.” The hymn is inserted in worship when the con- 
gregation must stand to escape fatigue from extended 
sitting. We piously prohibit worshipers from entering 
the sanctuary during prayer and Scripture; the hymn is 
the time when late-comers are to be seated. It is the 
convenient moment for removing or putting on wraps, 
for greeting fellow worshipers. It is the convenient pe- 
riod, when worship is broadcast on radio, for the an- 
nouncer to inform the listeners of the church and 
preacher. 

This should not be so. 
The Apostle Paul calls the Church to an intelligent 
use of her heritage of hymns: “I will sing with the 

mind” (I Cor. 14:15). 

In the biblical tradition, the hymn is man’s response 
of worship for the events of God. It is not man’s effort 
to arouse God, but man’s expression of faith. Biblically, 
the correct order is first faith, and then song. 

“Sing unto the Lord.” Why? “For he hath done ex- 
cellent things: let this be known in all the earth.” 

“Sing unto the Lord a new song.” Why? “For he hath 
done excellent things: let this be known in all the 
earth.” 

“Sing unto the Lord a new song.” Why? “For he 
hath done marvelous things.” 

The significant, major events of the record of re- 
demption are accompanied by song. 

The Creation. God asks Job, “Where were you when 
I laid the foundations of the earth . . . when the morn- 
ing stars sang together and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy?” 

The Exodus. When Israel was miraculously de- 
livered from Egyptian captivity, she, as an individual, 
proclaimed, “I will sing unto the Lord, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously.” 

The New Exodus. When the prophet, from captivity, 
saw the rays of hope when the shackles of bondage 
would be burst, he called upon heaven and earth to 
sing an antiphonal hymn of praise, “Sing, O heavens, 
Be joyful, O Earth. Break forth into singing, O Moun- 
tains, for Jehovah hath comforted His people.” 

The Incarnation. The Messiah would produce a song 
upon the lips of his people. All, even “the tongue of 
the dumb, shall sing.” It is not surprising that the In- 
carnation was accompanied by the angelic chorus, 
“Glory to God in the highest. . . .” Could we celebrate 
this event without the swelling of the earthly chorus of 
the Church, “Joy to the World. The Lord is come!” 

The Lord’s Supper. The hymn took its place at the 
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institution of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, wor- 
ship’s most sacred moment. 

The Revelation. When the curtain of mystery was 
drawn from before the eyes of John, when the cloud 
disappeared from before the eyes of John, when the 
cloud disappeared from before the hidden, the scene 
revealed the Church singing praise, “Worthy is the 
Lamb that hath been slain, to receive power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and strength, and honor, and 
glory, and blessing.” The singing of praise is the con- 
tinuous occupation of the Church. 

It is one of the primary purposes of hymnody to 
make these biblical events contemporary. “Yea, Lord, 
we greet Thee, born this happy morning.” The wor- 
shiper is led to the scene. “Were you there when they 
crucified my Lord?” He takes his place at Calvary 
also. 

Is not James Stewart within the biblical tradition 
when he comments, 

“Sometimes to hear us Christians sing, you would 
hardly guess that it is the most glorious theme in the 
world we are celebrating. Take some of the great Easter 
hymns, ‘Jesus Christ Is Risen Today’ or ‘The Strife Is 
O’er.’ I cannot understand anyone who does not want 
to stand up and sing them with all his heart and mind, 
to stand with soul on tiptoe, as it were, and with every 
fibre of his spiritual being in it, which is the only right 
way to sing when it is the risen Christ of whom you are 
singing.” 

It has not always been so. The Church of the Middle 
Ages was denied the privilege of singing. It was’ a rite 
of clergy. Congregational hymn-singing is a Protestant 
exercise, bought with a price. Martin Luther put his cat- 
echism, hymns, and the Bible in the German language, 
“That God may speak to man through His Word, and 
that man may speak to God through hymns and 
prayer.” Open your hymnal with a prayer of thanks- 
giving. It is a priceless privilege. 

How does one “sing with the mind?” The basic prin- 
ciple upon which the answer to this question rests, is 
the primacy of content. A hymn is a contribution or 
detriment to worship, depending upon its content. 


UNRESTRAINED BY THOUGHT 


One school of thought elevates music, “unrestrained 
by thought.” The Christian Church, through hymnody, 
purposes to use music, as a servant, enriched by evan- 
gelical thought. In my judgment, Zwingli’s position of 
no music in public worship is to be preferred above the 
use of music for aesthetic values alone, as any use of 
hymns which evaluates their music as more valuable 
than their words. 

Augustine, in his Confessions, says, “When it hap- 
pens to me to be more moved by the singing than by 
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what is sung, I confess myself to have sinned crimi- 
nally, and then I would rather not have heard the 
singing.” 

A visitor to a special Christmas service in New York 
reported in sterling terms the spiritual value of the 
service—particularly, the boy soprano choir. “Chills 
ran up and down my spine” was the comment. When 
asked what was sung, there was a hollow stare as if 
that should be important! The same effect, emotionally, 
could be produced by scraping your fingernail on a 
blackboard. Emotion in religious worship is without 
value; in fact, it is harmful unless tied to the proclama- 
tion of Christian faith. How often has the reverberation 
of the diapason pipes of the organ been mistaken for 
the movement of the Holy Spirit. 


HERESY IN THE HYMNAL? 


Henry Sloan Coffin has remarked concerning the 
absurdity of becoming highly excited over biblical 
scholarship which alters views of biblical authors and 
the date of authorship of parts of Scripture, while at 
same time there is no condemnation of doctrine from 
our choir lofts and hymnals which deny the sovereign 
holy God we proclaim. 

Are we not guilty? Who of us has not experienced 
the embarrassment of announcing the first and last 
stanzas of “In The Cross of Christ I Glory,” only to 
discover that we have asked for the repetition of the 
first stanza. 

Dr. J. Ross Stevenson, former president of Princeton 
Theological Seminary, related the experience of an- 
nouncing the first and third stanzas of this hymn to 
the congregation: 

“When Thou, my righteous Judge shall come 
To take thy ransomed people home 

Shall I among them stand? 

Shall such a worthless worm as I, 

Who sometimes am afraid to die, 

Be found at thy right hand?” 

The third stanza begins, 

“Prevent, prevent it by thy grace. .. .” 

A communion service was requiring an excessive 
amount of time. The preacher asked that the con- 
gregation sing only the first stanza of the hymn. These 
were the words: 

“Depth of mercy, can there be mercy still 
reserved for me? 
Can my God his wrath forbear? Me, the chief 
of sinners spare?” 

Well, can he? Unfortunately, there was not time to 
sing the answer to this crucial question. 

Unfortunately, when there is interest in hymnody, 
it is often perverted into a romantic, anecdotal interest.

Seminarian Denies Immortal Soul 


Seminary Elects Gill 


San Francisco Theological Seminary, 
has elected to its presidency Dr. Theo- 
dore A. Gill, managing editor of Chris- 
tian Century, organ of the liberals. In 
the August 13 issue of Christian Cen- 
tury Gill wrote that there is no immor- 
tal soul. 

His exact words are: “Science, then, 
knows no nonphysical entity which dis- 
engages itself from the body at death 
and carries on. Neither does the Bible, 
as Oscar Cullmann’s 1954-1955 Inger- 
soll Lectures (Jmmortality of the Soul 
or Resurrection of the Dead?) are now 
reminding us. Biblical anthropology 
knows no mortal body—immortal soul 
distinction; it knows only whole men 
who die entire and who will finally be 
re-created whole men by God who 
‘alone has immortality’ (1 Tim. 6:16). 
Between the death that is really death 
of the whole person and his restoration 
by God to life that is really life, em- 
bodied and personal, men ‘sleep.’ 

“What it is that sleeps when every- 
thing about a man has died is not any 
clearer in Cullmann than in the Bible. 
To speak of a ‘naked soul’ or ‘the inner 
man, divested of the body’ being held 
by God against the resurrection, is to 
reintroduce at least a smell of dualism. 
Something has not died, apparently. 
Something lives on. Whatever 
earnest of the whole man spans the 
time between death and resurrection, 
waits. We sleep. Detached minds, im- 


mortal souls . . . these have no place in- 


the biblical picture.” 

Reformed theology, however, has al- 
ways held a view diametrically opposed 
to this. Dr. Gill’s statement will com- 
fort Jehovah’s Witnesses, who hold this 
doctrine, but it will not comfort true 
Presbyterians who hoped that the San 
Francisco Seminary would have a pres- 
ident with a strong evangelical view. 

The proof that the Reformed 
churches have always held the doctrine 
of the immortality of the soul is set 
forth at great length, with many quo- 
tations from the theologians of the Re- 
formation and later, by Heinrich Heppe 
in Reformed Dogmatics, English trans- 
lation by G. T. Thomson, printed in 
London by George Allen and Unwin. 
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Quoting Ursin we read, “Because 
there have been and are even today 
those who have taught that man’s soul 
exactly like that of the beasts is nothing 
else than life or vital force resulting from 
the admixture and projection of the 
body and accordingly perishes and is 
extinguished along with the body—and 
that as the body dies it goes to sleep, 
i.e., is without motion or sensation till 
the resurrection of the body, because 
really it is just a mortal mind, i.e. 
merely a quality or dunamis of the body, 
but nothing after the body has been 
dissolved—the testimonies of the divine 
voice against such men must be ad- 
hered to anent the spiritual and immor- 
tal substance of the human soul.” 

Following this there is a string of 
Scripture quotations and explanations. 
Continuing Heppe’s comment: “Scrip- 
ture teaches that man’s soul is not only 
the form and perfection or the admix- 
ture or force or potency or agitation 
resulting from the mingling with the 
body, but an incorporeal substance, liv- 
ing, knowing, dwelling in the body and 
supporting and moving it.” 

Then Heppe quotes Braun: “Impious 
is the dogma of those who teach, that 
mind is just a crasis or temperamentum 
of body, etc.” Following this are sim- 
ilar quotations from Heidan, Voetius, 
the Leiden Synopsis, etc. 

A few paragraphs farther on, Heppe 
writes: “And for the same reason the 
soul is indissoluble, i.e. essentially im- 
mortal, not per gratiam but per naturam 
suam. As a specific personal substance 
existing for itself the soul is not es- 
sentially affected by what happens to 
the body. So when the latter is destroyed 
it lives on as a self-aware ego, but with- 
out corporeality.” In support Heppe 
quotes Wolleb, Heidegger, Mastricht, 
Bucan, etc. 

It is to be hoped that Gill will re- 
assess his position and withdraw from 
doctrines which have been consistently 
repudiated by Reformed theologians 
through the centuries. 


Contact Savage Indians 


Several contacts—some peaceful and 
at least one case of violence—between 
the savage, warlike Morro Indians and 


white people have been made recently 
near Fernheim, Paraguay. 

These contacts have largely been be- 
tween the Indians and men associated 
with oil-drilling operations. A North 
American company has begun building 
a road, opened an air strip and started 
drilling for oil in the Chaco north of 
Fernheim Mennonite Colony. Their 
operations have been in the heart of the 
territory of the Morros. 

According to reports by the press 
and North American representatives 
in Paraguay, a group of about 50 Mor- 
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Kornelius Isaak, Mennonite missionary 
in Paraguay, has been martyred at the 
hands of the savage Morro Indians in 
western Paraguay. 

The slaying of Isaak followed after the 
Morros had made a peaceful encounter 
with North American oil men. 











ros made a surprise attack on one of 
the oil company installations the third 
week in August. A Paraguayan worker 
was injured and an Indian wounded. 

Report of this conflict was preceded 
by the good news of a peaceful meet- 
ing of a group of Indians and oil men. 
Armed with primitive weapons and 
modern firearms, both parties laid aside 
their weapons as an expression of 
friendship. Shirts, shoes and other items 
were exchanged for such souvenirs as 
bows, arrows and spears. 

Upon learning of this encounter, four 
missionaries of the Mennonite Breth- 
ren Church serving among the Lengua 
and Chulupie Indians in the vicinity 
of Fernheim went north to gain further 
information and establish friendly re- 
lations with the Morros. The mission- 
aries are David Hein, Gerhard Hein, 
Kornelius Isaak and Walter Rennert. 


Fuller Broadens Program 


Fuller Theological Seminary added 
three impressive names to its line-up 
recently. They were Billy Graham, 
named to the Board of Directors; 
Geoffrey W. Bromiley to be professor 
of Church History and _ Historical 
Theology; and Robert K. Bower to be 
associate professor of Christian Educa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, the seminary’s founder, 
Dr. Charles E. Fuller, launched a new 
Bible study plan via his “Old Fashioned 
Revival Hour.” By ‘this plan the Bible 
will be studied simultaneously by radio 
and mail.

Why Kerala 
Turned 
Communist 


CALCUTTA, India—Across _ the 
colorful stretches of vast India may be 
found not only traces of the wealth and 
grandeur of the Maharajahs of the past, 
but also grim relics of bygone war and 
bloodshed. 

Not far from the mysteriously beau- 
tiful Taj Mahal, for example, stands 
the massive Agra Fort of Akbar the 
Great—its sturdy walls and huge tur- 
rets an impressive reminder that no 
land or era has been exempt from wars 
or rumors of wars. 

Now, these centuries later, a new 
warfare rages across India . . . fought 
not with yesterday’s flashing sword or 
spear or today’s jets or guided missiles, 
but with pen and ink, with press and 
paper. 

Recently the State of Kerala voted 
itself into Communist control. Looking 
at this section of Southwestern India, 
realizing that it could claim a Chris- 
tian heritage over 1900 years old, one 
might wonder why Kerala—out of all 
the areas of India—should go Commu- 
nist. The main reason is startlingly 
simple: Kerala is 45 per cent literate, 
while the overall average for all of 
India is about 18 per cent. The battle- 
sounds in Kerala were not the roar of 
cannon or the sonic boom of jets, but 
the steady hum of the printing press. 
Communism poured colorful, attrac- 
tive, convincing literature into Kerala 

. and 19 centuries of Christian truth 
faded away before the onslaught of 
Twentieth Century Red propaganda. 

But the battle is far from over. 

The Church is fighting back .. . all 
over India. 

For many years, Christian presses 
in India have turned out fine literature 
for both denominational and inter-de- 
nominational societies. Baptist Mission 
Press, for example, founded by William 
Carey almost 150 years ago, publishes 
in over 40 languages. But of late, the 
pace all over India has quickened. 

Recently E.F.I. (the Evangelical Fel- 
lowship of India) sponsored the estab- 
lishment of a new organization to be 
known as E.L.F.I.—the Evangelical Lit- 
erature Fellowship of India. 

“Elfi,” as it has come to be popularly 
known, unites the activities of Chris- 
tian publishers and booksellers all over 
India. It currently is sponsoring a 
unique “All India Christian Writing 
Contest,” offering cash prizes for out- 
standing works in the fields of fiction 
or biography, doctrine, children’s 
stories, tracts and bhajan (Christian 
hymns).

Typical of the member groups in Elfi 
is the Evangelical Literature Depot of 
Calcutta. It’s an attractive, well-stocked 
Christian supply center, but—more 
than that—is also the site of the Ben- 
gali Christian Book Club. Nearly a 
thousand Bengali-speaking pastors are 
members of the Club, receiving in their 
own language a well-balanced reading 
diet for the year that includes a com- 
mentary, a Christian novel, a_biog- 
raphy and a devotional-type book for 
the deepening of their own spiritual 
life.

India’s faithful evangelical pastors 
are hungry for good Christian litera- 
ture. When Bob Pierce offered, at a re- 
cent Pastors’ Conference in India, to 
subsidize the buying of books and 
Bibles up to a certain amount, suppliers 
exhibiting at the conference were 
swamped by a record response. The 
pastors purchased hundreds of books 
in a few hours. 

Yet India’s masses, by and large, are 
yet to be reached with sound Christian 
literature. Her 65,000,000 literate pop- 
ulation represent the battleground on 
which the Christian Church must face 
not only the poison pen of Communism 
but all the other challenges of India’s 
variegated religions. 

On the streets of India’s major cities, 
according to reliable Indian Christians, 
hawkers peddle Communist literature 
—Red propaganda sent into India, 
either free of charge or at least heavily 
subsidized, but designed to be sold so 
that the profits may go to the Com- 
munist party in India! 

Whether the fate of now-Communist 
Kerala will become the fate of all India 
depends in large measure on what the 
Church does . . . now... in the de- 
velopment of effective Christian litera- 
ture. 


Claims Bill Signed 


President Eisenhower has signed in- 
to law a bill that makes available to the 
U.S. Attorney General $3,750,000 for 
the additional payment of war claims 
to religious groups in the Phillipine 
Islands. 

Claims of $2,713,711 for property 
damage and $94,898 for relief have al- 
ready been approved for Roman Cath- 
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olic religious orders and _ institutions 
and are awaiting payment. 

At. the completion of payment, Ro- 
man Catholic groups will have received 
$8,238,282 in property damage and re- 
lief awards, while non-Catholic groups 
will have received $473,184. 

To date, $5,429,673 has been paid 
to Roman Catholic Institutions, while 
Protestant and Jewish groups have re- 
ceived $78,526. 


Song Writer Dies 


WARSAW, Ind.—B. D. Ackley, 85, 
pianist and gospel song writer who 
had traveled all over the world as pian- 
ist for noted evangelists, including 
Billy Sunday, died here September 3. 

Mr. Ackley had composed more than 
3,500 Gospel songs, including such 
hymns as “I Walk with the King,” “In 
the Service of the King,” “I Would Be 
Like Jesus,” “Sunrise,” and “I shall See 
the King.” 


Early Premillennialism 


Evidence that premillennialism was 
the doctrine held by the earliest be- 
lievers is presented by Howard M. 
Teeple in The Mosaic Eschatological 
Prophet, a monograph published by 
the Journal of Biblical Literature. 


Teeple himself is not a premillen- 
nialist, and a Roman Catholic reviewer 
points out that he has “a Christology 
that is far from the traditional belief.” 
But this man is a scholar and his 
evidence is most valuable. 

In the early centuries, says Teeple, 
there was considerable variety of 
opinion concerning the fate of the 
Law in the messianic age. (The mes- 
sianic age, of course, was looked upon 
as being in the future). Some, like 
Rabbi Samuel (3d century, A.D.), 
believed there would be no change in 
the Torah; others, that the observance 
of the Law would be subject to 
modification. 

It was held that the Torah would 
be fully observed in the days im- 
mediately preceding the messianic 
period, and that further interpretations 
of the Law would be given during 
that era; it was even held that the 
Gentiles would accept and obey the 
Law. 

This is a fair presentation of the 
thesis held by many premillennialists 
that the Church will be removed as 
the first phase of the return of Christ, 
and that the seventieth week of Daniel 
will follow this rapture of believers, 
during which time the Law will be 
reestablished and the temple rebuilt in 
unbelief.

Is Hell Real? 


The problem of whether or not Hell 
is real, its fires literal, has drawn a 
new and perhaps unique theory from 
Father Robert W. Gleason, assistant 
professor at Fordham University. 

“It is no longer generally believed,” 
wrote Jesuit Gleason in the Roman 
Catholic quarterly Thought, “to put 
it bluntly, that man is capable of 
choices that could bring him to eter- 
nal death.” 

His suggestion: “We know that in 
this life the schizophrenic personality 
suffers greatly. . . . It is possible that 
the soul in Hell could feel this inner 
division with regard to itself and to 
the God from whom it thirsts with 
all its being. . . .

Income Tax Advantage 


Ministers of religion who take sum- 
mer school courses or take college 
work at night to better prepare them- 
selves for their ministry can now de- 
duct the expense from their income tax. 

This was disclosed by the Internal 
Revenue Service which said that a re- 
cent ruling allowing school teachers 
to deduct the expense of summer 
school is sufficiently broad to apply 
to members of all professional groups 
who need to undertake further educa- 
tion in order to maintain or improve 
the skills they use in their profession.

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FILM REVIEW 


The Heart Is a Rebel 


FAR TOO few religious films ever quite 
jell. Generally, the writing, the acting, 
direction and general production are 
several cuts below the B picture level. 

But Dick Ross of Billy Graham’s 
World Wide Pictures really scores with 
“The Heart Is a Rebel,” which has just 
about everything. 

First of all the film is built on a very 
believable story. There are just three 
main characters: Hal Foster, a rising 
young man in the advertising business 
who just can’t stomach supernatural 
Christianity; his pretty wife, Joan, who 
turns to Christ through the faithful wit- 
ness of a colored nurse; and Gladys, 
the nurse, who cares for nine-year-old 
Davy Foster, a bed-ridden heart disease 
victim. 

The part of Hal Foster is played com- 
petently by John Milford, of Holly- 
wood Presbyterian Church. Georgia 
Lee, who has been featured in several 
World Wide films, likewise demon- 
strates acting ability seldom seen in re- 
ligious films. Ethel Waters, who was so 
deeply stirred in Billy Graham’s New 
York Crusade, is a natural for the part 
of the nurse. Bit parts are taken by Jane 
Withers, Scotty Morrow and Alvy 
Moore, most of whom are associated 
with the Hollywood Christian Group. 

In the small group at the film preview 
was a topnotch Bible teacher. 

Before the picture had progressed 
very far, he predicted that the boy 
would be healed and thus _ people 
would get a wrong view of how God 
acts. 

After the screening was completed I 
questioned him further about his pre- 
diction which proved to be true. 

“I’m always afraid that people some- 
how get the idea in a story like this that 
if they play it right, they'll get things— 
like healing of the body—from God,” 
he said. 

“I feel the spiritual impact of the 
story would be better if the boy had not 


| recovered. We must take God for what 


He is and on His terms. It’s not a case 
of our doing anything to curry God’s 
favor. He deals with us in sheer grace.” 

Certainly if the film gives the wrong 
impression to people, it would fail in its 
basic mission. However, sometimes 
God chooses to heal in grace, and we 
cannot dictate any pattern in which 
God must act. He is sovereign and 
either story is a believable situation. 
The concept we must avoid is that God 
can be so impressed by our works of 
righteousness that we can bargain with 
Him. 

There are some emotional sequences

that might become too gooey in hands 
less deft than the creators of the pic- 
ture. All in all it is a professional job. 
“The Heart Is a Rebel” mirrors the 
basic spiritual need of representative 
characters in contemporary society. 
Thanks to a combination of excellent 
writing, competent acting and superb 
direction the film is an artistic and spir- 
itual success.

lation and extent of the heathen coun- 
tries. It drove home to his heart the con- 
viction that they ought to be evange- 
lized, and before long he began to pro- 
mote an interest in missions among his 
fellow preachers. Finally he went to 
India himself. Missionary biography 
and history have aroused many to see 
the needs of men both at home and 
abroad. Books can extend the horizons 
of the soul and can open new doors of 
service for the Christian. 

Early in my Christian experience I 
read Hannah Whitall Smith’s “The 
Christian Secret of a Happy Life.” 
While it would be impossible now to 
pass an examination on the details of 
the book, or even to quote one sentence 
from it, the help that it provided at that 
time is still remembered. Some of its 
teachings were of great value in ex- 
plaining problems of personal experi- 
ence and in pointing out truth that 
helped to answer them. Through the 
words of others who have fought the 
battles of life before us we can be led 
into a deeper faith and into a closer fel- 
lowship with the Lord Jesus Christ.

younger brother of Dayuma once tried 
to tie himself to the drop cord of the 
missionary plane when gifts had been 
made by Nate Saint and his compan- 
ions. 

Probably one of the chief motiva- 
tions of the return to the tribe by Min- 
taka and Mankamu is the desire to see 
their children. 

When Mintaka and Mankamu met 
Dayuma, they gave her a message from 
her mother “that she was to return home 
with them and they would have a feast 
of yaeyae fish for her.” 

Most of the women in the tribe hate 
the killings and constant state of ten- 
sion and fear. Throughout the years 
women other than Dayuma, Mintaka 
and Mankamu have left the tribe be- 
cause they could take it no longer. 

Life in an Auca village is stone age 
simplicity. In the polygamous society, 
the man has the preeminent role. The 
men spend their time hunting or mak- 
ing their lethal spears from the wood 
of the chonta palm. The women do most 
of the work, preparing the food, clear- 
ing the jungle for their chacras (small 
fields) where manioc is grown. Women 
sometimes fish, but hunting is for ren 
only. 

Up to the time Mintaka and Man- 
kamu left the tribe last November, the 
Aucas had no comprehension whatso- 
ever of the designs of the missionaries 
who lost their lives in trying to reach 
them. The Aucas, are animists who 
pray to the spirits, and possess a deep 
feeling for the supernatural. There 
seems to be evidence that they felt the 
airplane was a sort of supernatural vis- 
itation. Dayuma’s mother felt that the 
plane somehow came from the place of 
Dayuma’s abode. 

Because of their own treacherous 
pattern of living it is difficult for the 
Aucas to feel that “foreigners” have any 
sort of peaceful intentions. 

The Aucas are smug and self-satis- 
fied. Their name for themselves is 
“Warani”, literally, “the people.” Every- 
one else is a “foreigner” or “outsider.” 
They have no desires to know about the 
outside world. After all, are they not 
“the people?” 

One of the greatest of the Aucas’ 
many fears is not death so much as a 
failure to be buried. Dayuma tells 
about the time her father was wounded 
in the leg by a lance wound. He feared 
that he would die and not be buried, so 
he ordered his daughters to prepare his 
grave and put him into it while he was 
still alive. For a day and a half the 
family listened to the moans of the man 
who had been buried alive.

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Mintaka and Mankamu found the body 
of Ed McCulley where it had been 
washed farther down the Curaray River 
below “Palm Beach.” They told Betty 
Elliot: We buried him with much sor- 
row and weeping.” 

Missionaries in Ecuador live in the 
constant prayer and belief that their 
five brave fellow laborers did not die in 
vain—and that Aucas will be reached. 
The burden of reaching the Aucas has 
not died. One of them is Dave Cooper, 
independent missionary now occupy- 
ing the station at Puyupungu where 
Pete Fleming lived, who first kindled 
the desire in the breasts of Nate Saint 
and Jim Elliot to teach the Aucas. Later 
Pete Fleming and Ed McCulley were 
stirred by the same challenge in their 
conversations with Jim and with cou- 
rageous Dr. Tidmarsh, who pioneered 
the effort to reach the tribe. Mission- 
ary Aviation Fellowship personnel and 
more lately the Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators are eager to reach the naked 
Aucas for Jesus Christ. 

But as events now stand the Aucas 
will first hear the gospel from at least 
one of their own number—Dayuma. 
This young woman felt strongly that 
she should return to her people and tell 
them about the “God of Heaven.” Just 
where Mintaka and Mankamu stand 
spiritually is not completely known. 
They have listened as Dayuma has told 
them Bible stories at Limon Cocha. 
They have heard the gospel from the 
two white women who hold the lan- 
guage key to the tribe—Betty Elliot 
and Rachel Saint. And recently the two 
older Auca women have begun to pray 
to Dayuma’s God, as she has taught 
them. 

Will these three Auca women serve 
as the frail reeds by which God will 
declare himself to this bloody tribe? 

As Rachel Saint and Betty Elliot 
pray and wait they know something 
in their own hearts of God’s inexorable 
love and sovereign grace. Their expec- 
tation is from God. 





HOW TO SING A HYMN

We are more charmed by a story of a 
dove seeking refuge in Charles Wesley’s 
room as background for “Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul,” than we are by the hymn 
itself. It is of more significance to us 
that a hymn was written in 15 minutes 
than in what the hymn says concerning 
eternity. 

The cream of Christian doctrine is to 
be found in the hymns of the Church. 
Faith in God, “O God, Our Help In 
Ages Past;” Faith in the Incarnation, 
“Joy To The World;” Faith in the 
Atonement, “When I Survey The Won- 
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drous Cross;” Faith in the Resurrec- 
.tion, “Jesus Christ Is Risen Today;” 
Faith in the Church, “The Church’s 
One Foundation is Jesus Christ Her 
Lord;” and Faith in the Mission of the 
Church, “Jesus Shall Reign.” 

To all intents and purposes, the 
canon of sacred Scripture is closed. The 
canon of hymnody remains open. The 
hyninal contains products of church 
history. Besides the praises of Israel, 
there are Greek and Latin hymns of 
the first centuries, hymns of the Refor- 
mation, “A Mighty Fortress,” and 
hymns of today. 

“I will sing with the mind.” Let me 
offer a few practical suggestions which 
may assist one in singing hymns of the 
Church intelligently. 

Ask yourself, first, to whom is the 
hymn addressed? It is almost impossible 
to understand a hymn if we do not know 
to whom it is directed. Hymns are ad- 
dressed to different persons: 

To God, “Father in Thy Mysterious 
Presence Kneeling.” 

To the Triune God, “Come, Thou Al- 
mighty King.” Each person of the Trin- 
ity is addressed in successive stanzas. 

To man, “Ye Servants of God, Your 
Masters Proclaim.” 

To the Self, “Come, My Soul, Thou 
Must Be Waking.” 

Creation is personified and ad- 
dressed, “All creatures of our God and 
King”—wind, water, earth, man,—sing 
“Alleluia.” 

Some hymns are didactic, and, as 
such, are addressed to no one. “The 
Church’s One Foundation” is a metrical 
doctrine of the Church. 

The next question to be asked is, “In 
what person is the hymn written?” 
Some hymns are highly subjective, “Oh, 
That Will Be Glory For Me.” Others are 
objective, “Holy, Holy, Holy.” In a 
worship service of objective praise, one 
would not use subjective hymns exclu- 
sively. 

What is the theme of the hymn? The 
hymn, “Take Thou Our Minds,” is a 
prayer and in successive stanzas offers 
minds, hearts, wills and ourselves to 
God. “We Would See Jesus” presents 
Jesus from varying perspectives: At His 
birth, as a ten year old boy, as a teacher, 
as a healer. 

What repeated or contrasted ele- 
ments are present? “Such a Babe. . . in 
such a place” is a contrast which is the 
clue to the understanding of the hymn, 
“What Child Is This?” “Make me a cap- 
tive, Lord . . . Then I shall be free.” A 
series of questions may lead to a climac- 
tic answer. “What child is this? Why 
lies he in such mean estate?” “This is 
Christ the King!” In such an approach, 
the hymns of the Church will produce 
meaning, and serve the purpose for 
which they are intended. 

“T will sing with the Spirit, and I will 
sing with the mind.” 
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LOVE AND MARRIAGE 


The Tie That Sometimes Binds 


LOVE, SKILL AND MYSTERY. Theodor 
Bovet. Doubleday. 188 pp. $3.50.

Theodor Bovet, a Swiss physician, 
is regarded by many as Europe’s lead- 
ing Protestant marriage counselor. The 
European edition of this book in both 
French and German has sold over 
100,000 copies. 

Too sketchy to merit the subtitle “A 
Handbook to Marriage,” as Americans 
have come to regard handbooks, the 
chief value is the Christian interpre- 
tation of the nature of marriage. The 
pastor-counselor will gain a balanced 
and deep insight into the purposes of 
marriage, and serious students of the 
subject cannot ignore this interpreta- 
tive work and keep abreast of the bet- 
ter literature. 

Alongside of scores of worthy sec- 
ular books used in marriage courses in 
over 600 colleges and taught by some 
2,000 professors, this book will take 
its place as one of less than a dozen 
up-to-date and worthy Christian vol- 
umes. Its place is confirmed by no less 
an authority than David R. Mace, 
chairman of the International Com- 


mission on Marriage Guidance. Dr. 
Bovet consistently develops his thesis 
that “love should govern the whole 
field of sexuality, and that God should 
govern the whole field of love”. 


Here is a first-quality book on the 
ethics of Christian marriage. Every 
adequate church library will have a 
copy to circulate among those who are 
looking forward to marriage or are still 
in their honeymoon year.

THE INTIMATE LIFE. J. Norval Gel- 
denhuys. Eerdmans. 96 pp. $1.50.

It is difficult for engaged or newly 
married Christian couples to find a sat- 
isfactory book on the normal sex-life. 
Too often such books, written on a 
high spiritual plane by non-medical 
authors, do not deal frankly enough 
with essential details or they contain 
distorted medical and pseudo-scientific 


information. On the other hand, such 
books written by medical authorities 
usually completely ignore the all-im- 
portant spiritual dimensions of the 
God-given marriage relationship. 

This small handbook written by a 
Christian minister of the Dutch Re- 
formed Church is refreshingly free 
from both of these criticisms. It deals 
with the most intimate details with 
frankness and scientific accuracy yet 
it reverently points out God’s relation- 
ship to each phase of the Christian’s 
sex-life. 

The author helpfully discusses the 
problem of the control of sexual desire 
in the unmarried Christian. He lays 
down sane and practical rules for 
choosing a life partner. He gives valu- 
able basic and detailed information on 
the performance of the sex act itself 
which every married couple should 
know. 

Almost half of the book is devoted 
to “birth control,” including the moral 
and scriptural principles involved. Un- 
fortunately, the greater part of this 
valuable section is limited to an en- 
thusiastic presentation of the periodic 
abstinence or “rhythm” method. The 
treatment of this subject is unneces- 
sarily detailed and complicated for 
the non-medical reader and the author 
fails to adequately present other med- 
ically proven and equally effective 
methods. 

Nevertheless, the Christian couple 
will find in this little book a valuable 
introduction to the mysteries of “holy 
matrimony.”

LOVE AND CONFLICT. Gibson Win- 
ter. Doubleday. 191 pp. $3.50.

This book is a sociologist’s view of 
the changing patterns in American 
family life from the standpoint of the 
individual’s need for achieving affec- 
tionate personal intimacy, and modern 
man’s growing inability to handle the 
conflicts which — with such in- 
timacy. 

The very heart of marriage is found 
in the covenant of personal intimacy 
which involves a realistic knowing of 
each other, and acceptance of what the 
other is in himself. To avoid the trag- 
edy of such intimacy there must be an 
adequate love, a love that cares enough 
to be committed responsibly to the 
sharing of all of life together. Such in- 
timacy can only be achieved in an at- 
mosphere of mutual love and trust. 

Urban patterns of life in America, 
the impersonal and mechanized life, 
the mobility of neighborhoods, all com- 
pel individuals to find their haven of 
intimacy in the home. This restricted 
area of intimacy, and the intensity of 
intimacy’s demand upon affection, car- 
ing, acceptance, and fidelity, too often 
precipitate wrong responses to the 
growing oneness of marriage. A realis- 
tic way of transcending conflict in love 
is suggested. This is a fundamental in- 
sight into what is perhaps the greatest 
need of man. The theological impli- 
cations are present, but unfortunately 
undeveloped. 

The book deserves a place in the 
reading schedule of anyone seriously 
studying the changing patterns of mar- 
riage and the family, and who is look- 
ing for a basic insight around which 
to construct a Christian approach. This 
is a subject ever present in pastoral 
counseling, and discerning pastors and 
teachers will find it a distinct help to 


incorporate the concept of this book 
into their thinking. 


HELPING FAMILIES THROUGH THE 
CHURCH. Edited by Oscar E. 
Feucht. Concordia. 344 pp. $3.50.

Helping Families Through the 
Church is a tool that can be mightily 
used by the Holy Spirit. The book is a 
scholarly presentation of answers to 
up-to-the minute questions regarding 
families. 

In this “symposium on family life 
education,” the table of contents makes 
the book a ready reference. 

Since the book has a continuous 
glow of new Christian ideas for both 
the church and the home, it should be 
read and studied by pastors, church 
officers, leaders, and parents. 

In. the opening pages we see this 
quotation: “God designed men to live 
in families. God has a plan and a pro- 
gram which families are to carry out.” 
This is exactly what is placed before 
us (in a measure at least) in this book 
—God’s plan and program which fam- 
ilies are to carry out. 

The discussion questions at the end 
of each chapter will make this book a 
popular group-discussion springboard. 
Couples could well afford to study this 
book together, chapter by chapter. 

Throughout the book there is an em- 
phasis on the thought, “The church is 
here to change things rather than to be 
changed by things.” 

Such subjects as premarital counsel- 
ing, how to form a Christian Parent 
Teacher Association, what to do about 
your Christian Education Committee 
in making it functional, how to go 
about having a Family Week, and many 
other important topics are effectively 
discussed in this book.

This book deserves careful reading 
by every person who realizes the dan- 
gers inherent in misuse of mass meth- 
ods of communication. 

However, the author has attributed 
greater insight and/or integrity to the 
press than is deserved. For instance, 
many loyal Americans are concerned 
about “our right to know” in the field 
of international affairs. Only recently 
we were led to believe that Soviet sci- 
entists were woefully benighted be- 
cause of their lack of freedom. Sud-

With proper insight, D’Arcy notes 
that Stalin contributed the centraliza- 
tion of power to communism after 
Lenin had introduced the function of 
revolution, the formation of the party 
and the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
He is also wary of, or rejects, the atti- 
tudes of certain “Christian” leaders 
(Tillich, Dean Johnson, Niebuhr) to- 
ward Marxian Communism. 

Having lived under the Marxian re- 
gime in China, Price is well able to 
sound warnings. On Communist strat- 
egy: “Without a doubt Communists 
setk to displace the tremendous influ- 
ence of Christ upon the world by dis- 
placing persons and programs that are 
openly Christian.” On American atti- 
tudes to foreign colonials: “They fear 
starvation far more than they fear so- 
cialist rule and stern controls.” To

with western democracy, capitalism, or 
American culture but rather to “try to 
judge all by the revelation of God 
through Jesus Christ.” 

The average reader will appreciate 
the notes and adequate index in Marx 
Meets Christ. He may be frustrated at 
their absence in Communism and 
Christianity. Neither work contains an 
adequate bibliography which would 
serve to indicate both authors’ un- 
doubted depth or breadth of knowledge. 
Although both works are apologetic at 
times their objectivity is remarkable. 
However, there is a decided difference 
in their appeal: D’Arcy to “the 
Church” and Price to biblical revela- 
tion. Both books deserve the close at- 
tention of thinking evangelicals.

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denly Sputnik breaks and that whole 
fabric of misinformation falls apart. 
But what is the truth about affairs in 
Russia and China today? The Ameri- 
can people have reason to doubt that 
they still have the “freedom to know.” 

This raises the possibility of our 
news sources becoming “controlled” 
through infiltration of totalitarian ideas. 
There are forces in our country which 
would seek to control the sources of 
our news as a means of assuring our 
backing in world affairs. These forces 
cannot be ignored in the light of recent 
happenings. 

The closing chapter on the public’s 
responsibility to exercise its voice for 
better mass communication is excel- 
lent. It needs to be said, however, that 
unfortunately the public must be 
taught discernment before it can be 
critical. The author says, “The thing 
most needed . . is assurance that 
there is a discriminating public wait- 
ing (superior communications), will- 
ing to support them.” 

Perhaps more than we know, our 
culture and future is dependent upon 
maintaining superior mass communi- 
cations. 


LIGHT THE DARK STREETS. C. Kilmer 
Myers. Seabury. 156 pp. $4.

Light the Dark Streets comes as 
a breath of refreshing air sweeping 


_ across the lassitude of Christendom as 


regards juvenile delinquency. Written 
by Father C. Kilmer Myers, an Epis- 
copalian vicar, the book tells of the 
work of the Lower East Side Mission 
with teen-age gangs in that area of 
Manhattan, New York. 

In Father Myers’ own words his 
book is a love story—different from 
our usual idea of a love story, but 
more like the story of Calvary love of 
the New Testament. It is a story that 
needs to be told and to be practiced! 

A quarter million Orthodox Jews, 
Negroes, and Puerto Ricans crowd the: 
two square miles which make up 
Father Myers’ parish. The staff of 
St. Augustine’s vicarage includes both 
priests. and professionally trained so- 
cial workers. How gang and individual 
behavior is being changed through this 
cooperative effort, also shared in by 
other community agencies, makes up 
the story of Light the Dark Streets. 

One gang—the Knights—and sev- 
eral of its individual members are de- 
scribed in contacts with Father Myers 
and his staff. Their needs, their ten- 
sions, and their oft-disguised search 
for security and acceptance are pre- 
sented in dramatic portrayals that do 
not always make pleasant reading. Un- 
fortunately, the briefness of the char-

Believing Half-way 


RESURRECTION AND HISTORICAL 
REASON. Richard R. Niebuhr. 
Scribner's. 184 pp. $3.95.

The main point of Niebuhr’s book 
is “that Christ and resurrection are in- 
separable.” All things must be inter- 
preted in terms of the resurrection of 
Christ. 

By thus asserting the primary of the 
resurrection of Christ, Niebuhr has left 
the older modernism far behind. And, 
of course, Bultmann’s views are also 
rejected. 

But what of Karl Barth? Does not 
Barth, over against Bultmann, also in- 
sist on the fact and the supreme impor- 
tance of the resurrection of Christ? 
Yes, he does, says Niebuhr, but in 
Barth’s mind, the resurrection of 
Christ does not actually signal the crea- 
tion of anything new, but rather reveals 
what has always been. “Therefore, 
Barth adds, the special history of 
the incarnation of the Word in Christ 
Jesus is not a part of history in general, 
but all other history is a predicate of 
this revelation-history, which is a his- 
tory constituted wholly and exclusively 
by the single acting subject, God in 
Christ.” 

In order then to think of the resur- 
rection of Christ as that fact in terms 
of which all other facts are to be ex- 
plained, it must be taken out of history. 
“The resurrection has been construed 
as the summing up, the timeless instant 
of recognition, and so, as the antithesis 
of the historically real.” 


To have brought out this fact about 
Barth is indeed a great service. For 
Earth, history is the realm of the rela- 
tive and cannot be directly revelational. 
If then the resurrection of Christ were 
historical, it could not be revelational, 
let alone supremely and clearly reve- 
lational. 

Niebuhr accordingly wants the res- 
urrection to be genuinely historical and 
genuinely revelational. He seeks to find 
such a resurrection by constructing a 
“critique of historical reason.” But in 
his construction of this critique he em- 
ploys the notion of pure contingency. 
And with it we are back to the purely 
relative. 

It is therefore too early for orthodox 
Christians to rejoice in the fact that “a 
Niebuhr” believes in the resurrection 
of Christ “as an event in history.” For 
the resurrection of Christ “as an event 
in history” interpreted in terms of the 
purely relativist principles of R. G. 
Collingwood and others of similar con- 
viction is no nearer the resurrection as 
presented in the gospels than in this 
resurrection in terms of Barth’s Ge- 
schichte. And neither resurrection ex- 
plains anything. 

On the monistic principles of Barth 
and Niebuhr there can be nothing but 
a swinging back and forth between ra- 
tionalism and irrationalism. Only on 
the basis of the historic Christian po- 
sition is the resurrection of Christ real 
and of real and central significance.

philosophizing, somewhat limits the 
reader’s personal indentification with 
the gang or its individual members. 

Light the Dark Streets is not just a 
dramatic love story, however. It is a 
bold and forthright case for profes- 
sional social work operating in a team 
relationship with carefully selected, 
well-trained clergy in a mission field 
the evangelical church should begin to 
face squarely. Is not this the reaching 
of the unreachable? Teenagers such 
as these continue to crowd in from 
“lower east sides” all around us with 
hands outstretched to ours. 

“The horrible possibility,” as Father 
Myers points out, “is that Christians 
will look directly upon those eloquent 
hands and not see them.”

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A COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAM OF 
CHURCH MUSIC. Federal Lee 
Whittlesey. Westminister. 215 pp. 
$3.95.

The ministry of music in the church 
has matured markedly during the past 
decade or so. The horribly inadequate 
“quartet-choir” era of the early part of 
the century had all but expired by the 
middle forties, but a developed pro- 
gram was rare, even as late as 1947. To- 
day, hundreds of churches, large and 
small, have a full multiple-choir pro- 
gram in operation, with a full-time or 
several part-time directors serving. 

For such churches and even more 
particularly for churches which would 
like to institute a full-scale program, 
this volume is a veritable gold mine. Of 
the dozen or so such books to hit the 
shelves the past two or three years this 
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is certainly one of the very best. There 
is philosophy and some personal opin- 
ion as to motivation and goals ex- 
pressed in the book—mostly of a very 
high order. In Dr. Whittlesey’s own 
words, however, the specific aim is 
“what-to-do and how-to-do-it.” 

This is accomplished through chap- 
ters on each of the possible church 
choirs, with clear suggestions as to re- 
cruiting, organizing, and developing 
high standards of achievement. There 
are chapters on repertoire, interpreta- 
tion, and the integration of the total 
program. There is a chapter on the or- 
ganist, one on congregational music, 
chapters on general and special serv- 
ices—with 20 detailed outlines of 
such services, yes, and even one por- 
tion for the pastor—a meaty “Post- 
script” which alone is worth the price 
of the book.

SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITIES OF OR-

In this latest volume of the series 
on The Ethics and Economics of So- 
ciety, sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, the author examines 
significant historical backgrounds, out- 
standing relationships of unions to 
other social groups, contemporary pro- 
nouncements of organized labor, and 
prevalent questionable union practices. 

Perhaps the great value of this study 
is the emphasis that the author places 
on the fact that unions have moral ob- 
ligations in more than one direction. 
The discharge of these obligations 
tends to have favorable repercussions 
in others; likewise, any disregard of 
responsibilities at any one point is 
harmful to the whole genius of union- 
ism.

MEISTER ECKEHART SPEAKS. Otto 
Karrar. Philosophical. 72 pp.

Emil Brunner has somewhere 
pointed out the radical difference be- 
tween the God of the philosopher and 
the God of the Bible. This difference is 
often apparent even when the philoso- 
pher is a Christian and imagines him- 
self to be speaking about the Christian 


God. 
Surely the nameless, formless, 
soundless “No-thing” of Eckehart’s 


rarefied metaphysical speculation bears 
but slight resemblance to the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Meister Eckehart was two men: a 
metaphysician whose concept of God 
took him into the camp of Eastern mys- 
ticism, and a simple-hearted worshiper 
of God who accepted joyously every 
tenet of the Christian faith and sought 
eagerly to walk as Christ walked. 

Eckehart’s devotional writings are 
as elevating as his speculations are dif- 
ficult. Possibly there was no necessary 
relation between them. He was a saint 
and a philosopher; the saint has helped 
many; it is to be hoped that too many 
have not been harmed by the philoso- 
pher 


Karrar’s volume is a fair sampling of 
Eckehart’s teachings, but I nevertheless 
find it unsatisfying. In 1941, Harper 
and Brothers brought out a book of 
Eckehart’s sermons along with his fa- 
mous “Talks of Instruction,” and in 
1947 John M. Watkins, of London, 
brought out a book of his sermons. 
Both of these are superior to this latest 
by Philosophical Library.

NO ESCAPE FROM LIFE. John Suth- 
erland Bonnell. Harper. 215 pp. 
$3.75.

The reviewer confessedly ap- 
proached this book with a critical 
spirit. He felt this was probably an- 
other in the plethora of current books 
which approach the deep-seated prob- 
lems of human life with a shallow, 
superficial, spiritual-aspirin type of solu- 
tion. Whatever might be said of God in 
it, He would probably be treated as a 
sort of cosmic genie, available on call 
in hours of emergency. 

Nothing could have been further 
from the truth! This is pastoral coun- 
seling at its best, probing deeply but 
reverently into the swirling depths of 
human passion and suggesting sane and 
scripturally sound answers. The author 
meets life face to face and dodges no 
issues nor pulls no punches. He drags, 
the frightful bogies of Anxiety, Alco- 
holism, Suicide, and Sickness, and dis- 
arms them with the truth of modern 
psychology linked with the ancient 
wisdom of Scripture. There is ample 
and helpful documentation of actual 
case studies throughout the whole 
book. 

Theologically, the treatment is in 
general quite satisfying. Dr. Bonnell 
does not counsel with a view toward 
‘bringing out what is good in man,’ but 
from a clear recognition of the evil re- 
sults of the fall and the imperative 
need for a personal experience of God 
through Jesus Christ. More could have 
been said about the place of the Cross 
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in mediating healing and redemption 
for “the preaching of the cross . .-. is 
the power of God.” However, those 
who delight to label Dr. Bonnell a mod- 
ernist should read thoughtfully through 
his chapter, “Lives Remade.” 

This is a splendid book to hand to 
those with pressing spiritual or emo- 
tional problems. It is also full of prac- 
tical suggestions and helps for the 
counseling pastor. 

Summing up: Good medicine!

Christ, and so find life. But “That the 
Holy Scriptures cannot be penetrated 
by study and talent is most certain. 
Therefore your first duty is to begin to 
pray, and to pray to this effect that if it 
please God to accomplish something for 
His glory—not for your or any other 
person’s—He very graciously grant you 
a true understanding of His words. For 
no master of the divine words exists 
except the Author of these words, as He 
says, “They shall be all taught of God’ 
(John 6:45). You must, therefore, com- 
pletely despair of your own industry and 
ability and rely solely on the inspira- 
tion of the Spirit.” 

After Luther translated the Bible in- 
to German, he was frequently asked to 
sign his name on the flyleaf of a copy. 
One day he wrote John 8:23, “Who 
are you? Even that what I have told 
you from the beginning.” It was Christ’s 
own claim to deity. Luther then wrote: 
“They desire to know who He is and 
not to regard what He says, while He 
desires them first to listen; then they 
will know who He is. The rule is: Listen 
and allow the Word to make the begin- 
ning; then the knowing will nicely fol- 
low. 

“If, however, you do no listen, then 
you will never know anything. For it is 
decreed: God will not be seen, known, 
or comprehended except through His 
Word alone. Whatever, therefore, one 
undertakes for salvation apart from the 
Word is in vain. God will not respond 
to that. He will not have it. He will not 
tolerate any other way. Therefore, let 
His Book, in which He speaks with you, 
be commended to you; for He did not 
cause it to be written for no purpose. 
He did not want us to let it lie there in 
neglect, as if He were speaking with 
mice under the bench or with flies on 
the pulpit. We are to read it, to think 
and speak about it, and to study it, cer- 
tain that He Himself (not an angel or 
a creature) is speaking with us in it.”

the salvation of these people, Bunyan 
was as Clear as could be; but from such 
happiness he thought that he was rig- 
idly excluded. 

“About this time,” he says in his au- 
tobiography, “the happiness of these 
people at Bedford was a kind of vision 
to me. I saw on the sunny side of some 
mountains they were refreshing them- 
selves in the pleasant beams of the sun 
while I was shivering and sinking in the 
cold, afflicted with frost and snow and 
dark clouds. Methought also, betwixt 
me and them I saw a wall that did com- 
pass about this mountain. Now through 
this wall my soul did greatly desire to 
pass, concluding that if I could I would 
there also comfort myself with the heat 
of their sun, but I could find no way 
through or around or over the wall.” 
And then Bunyan discovered the text, 
‘Him that cometh unto me I will in no 
wise cast out.’ 

“This scripture did most sweetly 
visit my soul. But Satan would greatly 
labor to pull this promise from me, tell- 
ing me that Christ did not love me, or 
such as me, but sinners of another rank 
that had not done as I had done. But I 
would answer him again, ‘Him that 
cometh to me’; him, any him, with no 
exception, ‘him that cometh unto me I 
will in no wise cast out.’” So the walls 
around Bunyan’s mountain fell with a 
crash before that great and golden 
Word, “Him that cometh unto me I will 
in no wise cast out.” The barriers were 
down, the way was open to anyone. 
This is the universality of Jesus. 

It doesn’t make any difference what 
your past has been; Jesus says to you, “I 
will in no wise cast out.” If you have so 
transgressed, that even your father and 
mother would disown you, do not be 
afraid to lift your eyes to Jesus Christ. 
He is approachable; He is universal; He 
is for you. 


The final thing that Bunyan saw in 
this text was not only the approach- 
ability of Christ and the universality of 
Christ, but the reliability of Christ. 
How wonderful to know that you can 
deposit your money in a bank that can- 
not fail, to know that you can invest in 
a stock that cannot go down, to know 
that you can build upon a rock that can- 
not be shaken! In Christ you have re- 
liability. Faith lays hold on this great 
promise, and that is it. 

Let me tell you a story to show that 
just by believing someone’s word you 
can experience complete relief of heart 
and mind. It was the first week of 
World War II, September, 1939. Hitler 
marched into Poland on a Friday, and 
on Sunday morning Neville Chamber- 
lain declared war. 
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Leaving my family in France, I went 
to Belfast, Ireland, where I was to hold a 
series of meetings. Naturally I was con- 
cerned about my family in France, so 
the layman in charge of the meetings 
took me to see the Postmaster General 
and ask about sending a telegram to my 
family. He said, “We aren’t sending any 
personal telegrams, but if you want to 
send a wire to the American consul, 
we will put that through.” 

So I wired the consul, told him where 
my family was, and asked him to get in 
touch with them. I said I would guaran- 
tee their passage home. 

After we sent the telegram my friend 
asked, “What are you going to do for 
money?” 

“Well,” I replied, “they have trav- 
elers’ checks, and they have their tickets 
for a ship which will sail a month from 
now, but they want to go home now.” 

My friend said to me, “You can count 
on me for anything you need, up to 
1,000 pounds.” That was then about 
$4,000. 

I am thankful that we did not have to 
borrow and that the consul made all of 
the arrangements, and that my family 
did get home. But when that man said, 
“You can count on me,” his word ended 
my financial worries. If I needed it, the 
money was there; I knew him; I knew 
his character and I believed his prom- 
ise. 

Now, Jesus said, “Him that cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast out.” 
Thank you, my friend in Ireland, for 
your guarantee of funds. You have taken 
away a great worry. Thank you, Lord 
Jesus, for meeting all my needs. “The 
blood of Jesus Christ, God’s Son, 
cleanses me from all sin.” And You 
have taken away all my worries, my 
cares, my sin. 

“Oh,” said John Bunyan, “that word 
did sweetly visit my soul!” Do you have 
a word that sweetly visits your soul? 
Can you say, “My religion is not hope 
so, maybe, possibly, perhaps”? Or do 
you say, “If I walk the straight and nar- 
row way for twenty years, maybe I shall 
have eternal life’? None of that! Away 
with doubt! Away with basing any- 
thing on human experience! Jesus 
Christ is approachable. Jesus Christ is 
universal. Jesus Christ is reliable. On 
Him you can stake your soul! “Him 
that cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out.” This verse gave John Bunyan 
to the world. This verse can lift all 
weight from you. If you doubt, go back 
to the Word of God. Turn the pages 
and say, “O, Lord, here is my need! 
meet it! Here is my emptiness! fill it! 
Speak some verse to my soul so that I 
can say, ‘Here it is! this is for me!’” 
And when once you find the verse that 
speaks to your heart, you can base all 
your life on God. 

Christ is approachable, He is univer- 
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sal, He is reliable. You can trust Him 
who said, “Him that cometh unto me I 


. will in no wise cast out.” You can trust 


Him because He died for you in order 
to make His Word effective on your be- 
half: “Him that cometh to me I will in 
no wise cast out.”

difficult to always make proper discern- 
ment. 

Perhaps out of all this discussion that 
is taking place in evangelicalism today 
there will come a revival. Something 
had to jolt us out of our lethargy and 
apathy! I believe one of the things that 
has been keeping us from true revival 
has been a misunderstanding and mis- 
interpretation of the scriptural teaching 
of separation. This has caused bitter- 
ness, rancor and division for years. If I 
am to be a test case, I thank God for it. 
If I can be used even in this way to help 
lead the Christian Church in a great 
spiritual awakening, I shall be deeply 
grateful. 

I recognize that in a work like ours 
there are many adversaries. We are on 
the frontiers of the Christian faith, pen- 
etr:iting many areas of a Satanic system. 
The Psalmist said, “Every day they 
wrest my words” (Psalm 56:5). Again 
the Psalmist said, “They mark my 
steps.” In the next Psalm he said, “They 
have prepared a net for my steps... 
they have digged a pit before me.” 
There are some that are actually so op- 
posed to us that they are doing these 
very things and thinking they do God a 
service. My only prayer is: May God 
forgive them, they know not what they 
do. 

The Psalmist concluded, “This I 
know, for God is for me.” When I am 
urged to answer the critics that a work 
of evangelism such as this will always 
have, I am reminded of Nehemiah’s an- 
swer to his critics, “I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come down; why 
should the work cease, whilst I leave it, 
and come down to you?” Why should I 
engage in controversies? I would soon 
become so embroiled that the effective- 
ness of this ministry would cease. After 
refusing to answer his critics or engage 
in a public controversy with them, Ne- 
hemiah triumphantly and courageously 
said, “Our God shall fight for us!” 

I think some differences between 
Christians may be because God has 
called us to different aspects of His har- 
vest field. The harvest is ripe. Let us re- 
joice together. We may be living at the 
last moment before the coming again 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. We cannot af- 
ford to get bogged down in disagree- 
ments.
